Labor leaders agree on one thing about Georgia's political. cam- 
paign this Summer: more of the State’s 325,000 union members will 


vote than ever before. 

Observers who predict Tal- 
madge has the AFL’s 150,000 mem- 
bers sewed up, while Acting Gov. 
Thompson can count on the CIO’s 
50,000 and 25,000 independents are 
badly mistaken, they say. 

The CIO, for exemple, is on rec- 
ord officially as being opposed to 
Thompsun and Talmadge for sign- 
ing Georgia labor laws last year 
which are even more stringent 
than the Taft-Hartley Act. 


A certain element in the CIO, 
however, favors Thompson as the 
lesser of two evils. Another ele- 
ment favors Talmadge for his ra- 
cial views. The strongest element 
now favors kev. Joe Rabun. 

Rabun’s support comes from 
men who believe him to be the 
only person who will] give labor a 
fair break. Older CIO officials pre- 
dict the Governorship race will 
boil down iater to a Thompson- 
Talmadge slugfest and that many 
CIO members will shift from Ra- 
bun to Thompson. 

Rabur. his backers insist, is in 
the race to stay in spite of argu- 
ments he will split the anti-Tal- 
madge vote and this help elect the 
late Eugene Ta'imadge’s son. 

On the AFL score, some observ- 
ers think Taimadge has won the 
unions’ support on a promise he 
will fight the CIO. 

They point out that Southern 
‘AFL Direztor George Googe in 
the past has worked both sides of 
the streei until the last minute 
but this time has accepted mem- 
bership in the Talmadge-domi- 
nated delegation to the Democratic 
Nationa! Convention. 

Others discount Googe’s action, 
Saying he hau his own reasons for 
Wanting to get tc Washington and 
would accept nomination as a dele- 
gate on an oprosing Rivers-Arnall- 
Spoasored delegation.

Her father, who ought to have 
known better, determined that she 
should be precocious also as a singer 
and that she should be the kind of 
singer he would have created had 
he been God. 

He compelled the child to studv 
and practice against her wiil, but 
since she inherited his own stubborn- 
ness, he succeeded only in making her 
rebellious and capricious. 

What saved her was her sheer 
genius. During her short life the 
musical world in Europe and America 
was at her feet, but her more com- 
petent admirers were astonished and 
troubled by the daring experiments 
she would attempt even in the midst 
of a performance, often interpolating 
in a famous passage an improvisa- 
tion of her own. 

She accepted criticism reasonably, 
but explained that -when once she 
had identified herself with a charac- 
ter she had to follow’ her impulses 
in the singing as well as in the acting. 

Her genius as an actress would 
have put her at the top of the theat- 
rical profession even if she had not 
been able to sing, but the conserva- 
tive critics agreed that in her acting, 
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Flourishing a Sword, the Singer's 
Hot-Tempered Father Ordered 
the Entranced Musicians to 
Begin Playing. 


as in her singing, she obeyed no tradi- 
tions. She rarely rendered an im- 
personation twice the same way. 

But wherever she sang or acted 
this kind of critic was in the minority. 
Most of those who heard her were 
lifted out of themselves by the com- 
plete beauty of her performances. It 
is said that all her successes began 
with a personal triumph, the moment 
she walked on the stage. 

She was extremely good looking in 
the Spanish style, which she em. 
phasized in her costumes. Usually 
she wore her black hair parted se 
verely over her fine forehead. 

Her European admirers often 
paid her homage by taking the horses 
from here carriage and dragging the 
vehicle in triumph to her hotel. When 
she came to America she received 
this kind of tribute and other kinds 
perhaps more embarrassing. 

When she sang “Don Giovanni” in 
New York the orchestra, the manage. 
ment announced, was supplemented 
by a number of distinguished ama- 
teurs—-the amateurs being infatuated 
young men who wanted a close view. 

At the beginning of the third act 
they forgot to play. 

Manuel Garcia, her hot-tempered 
father, rushed on the stage with 
drawn sword and ordered the orches- 
tra to begin the act again. 

At the time of her New York 
triumph Maria Felicita was 18 years 
old. She had made her first stage 


was five. She 
had become the most distinguished 
member of her family and_ she 
ordered her life approximately as she 
wished. 

Her devotion to her music was. in 
these circumstances altogether  re- 
markable. Except for the idiosyn- 
crasies which some critics found in 
her performances, she was first and 
last a conscientious § artist. 

At this point her tragic chapter 
opened, A French merchant in New 
York named Malibran announced his 
wish and intention to marry her. 
She had no use for him whatever, but 
her fathei, under the impression that 
Mr. Malibran was wealthy, insisted 
on the marriage. For once Maria 
elicita, to her lasting regret, obeyed 
her father’s wish. 

Mr. Malibran was not wealthy, He

was on the verge of bankruptcy. He 
had thought of marriage to the fa- 
mous and beautiful girl aS a way to 
provide himself with ample means 
of support. 

For a short period, distinguished 
chiefly by violent quarrels, the ill- 
matched pair tried to live together. 
Maria Felicita then left him, and in 
a short time she attached herself to 
Charles de Beriot, the violinist, whom 
she loved dearly but was not able to 
marry until 1836, a few months before 
her death. 

Her great fame was doubtless in- 
creased among the sentimental by the 
known fact that for most of her life 
she was unhappy. On the opera stage 
she succeeded equally in tragic and 
in romantic parts. 

Her success in tragedy was taken 
as an expression of her personal life, 
and her triumphs in romance and 
comedy were accepted as proof of a 
strong character, capable of rising 
above dark fate. 

Her extraordinary voice had a 
range of three octaves, the lower 
register a rich contralto, the upper 
register a brilliant soprano. 

She was content to give the im- 
pression that the two registers were 
distinct voices; she made no effort, 
as most singers do, to blend the tone- 
colors, preferring, by her ingenuity, 
to conceal or avoid a violent contrast. 

The dark quality of the lower 
register is described as_ strangely 
fascinating and haunting. 

Her death at the age of 28 gave 
the world a shock which it stil! re- 
members. Alfred de Musset, in one 
of his most famous poems, paid Eu- 
rope’s. tribute to her unforgettable 
singing.

R. THOMAS M. KING achieved his greatest 
cure after he had retired from practice. He 
became a doctor with only one patient anda 

husband with only one thought —the recovery of 
his wife from the crippling effects of infantile 
paralysis. 

When Marjorie Lawrence stood for an hour 
in Orchestra Hall in Chicago one night recently 
{o triumph magnificently in the title role of 
“Electra,” Dr. King had proved to the world that 
patience and devotion can prevail after the cus 
tomary medical treatment has done its best. 

Watching mistily from the wings through tears 
of happiness, the faithful physician spurned his 
rightful share of the tumultuous applause, but 
his wife was the first to insist that her own 
courage could never have accomplished the miracle 
without his seven years of tender care, insptra- 
tional therapy and calm, gentle strength. 

The statuesque blond singer from Australia, 
who looks as though she were born to be a 
Wagnerian Bruennhilde, had come a long way 
from her father’s sheep ranch when she met 
young Dr. King at a New York benefit for British 
war relief in 1941. Graduating from the operatic 
stages of Monte Carlo and Paris, she had been

in the dances of “Salome” lay on the sand and 
tried to crawl. 

“You can do it, Marjorie,” the doctor pleaded. 
“If you can move just six inches today, you'll be 
able to travel at least a foot tomorrow.” 

Inch by inch, foot by foot, she learned to make 
her way along the beach on hands and Knees. By 
the end of the summer, when she could crawl as 
capably as the average infant, she spoke hesi- 
tantly about.trying to sing again. 

“Of course, you can,” her husbartd said. 

The next day Dr. King strapped his wife up- 
right in a chair and pushed the chair in front of 
a piano keyboard. She spread her hands over 
the ivory surface and pressed down one key, then 
two, then a chord. Her mouth opened and a note 
emerged and melted into the opening strains of 
the “lLord’s Prayer.” She sang the entire song 
and burst into tears, 

“Oh, ‘Tom,” she said. “Tom, darling, I can 
sing. I can sing.” 

After a few weeks of practice, it was evident 
that her voice had been unimpaired by her ill- 
ness but she didn’t think she would ever be able 
to fsce an audience in a wheelchair. Dr. King 
assured her that she could. 

‘“He’s always been like that.” she said. “He 
alwa~s said ‘yes’ to anything I theught of doing, 
and jiater fimured out some way for me to do it.”

hattan’s Metropolitan had signed for decades 

She and the doctor were married that spring 
after a whirlwind courtship and went to Mexico 
City where, during their honeymoon, she planned 
to sing in several operatic productions. She was 
rehearsing the role of Bruennhilde in “Die 
Walkuere” when suddenly the “Ho-yo-to-ho” 
battle cry died in her throat and ended in a moan. 

Carried from the stage, she was taken to a 
hospital where doctors said she had one of the 
most severe cases of polio they had encountered. 
They told her that her career was finished, that 
she probably never would sing again. 

‘That was when Dr. King decided that his own 
career would be devoted to just one job. He 
chartered a plane and flew his wife to Miami, 
Fla.. where he owned a home near the water- 
front. Out on the beach, under a warm and en- 
couraging sun, he began the course ot special 
treatments that accomplished what some experts 
had said could never happen. 

On the advice of Sister Kenny—also an Aus- 
tralian-—he retrained muscles that otherwise could 
never have functioned, 

It was, in a way, like beginning life all over 
again. Jlelpless as a baby, the woman who had 
amazed the operatic world with her nimble grace 


her husband attended, had planned a Christmas 
program. Dr. King persuaded his wife to sing 
with the choir. She loved it. 

After that it was inevitable that Marjorie would 
attempt to return to opera, but it took her a year 
to work up enough courage. One night in Janu- 
ary, 1943, her wheelchair was pushed onto the 
Metropolitan stage beside the divan on which 
Venus reclines in “Tannhaeuser.” The director 
and stagehands lifted Marjorie onto a nest of 
polden pillows lier husband whispered in her 
ear and retired to the wings. ‘The curtain rose, 
the chorus chanted, Lauritz Melchior awakened 
at Venus’s feet, and then it was Venus’'s cue. 

Through the hushed house a’‘voice soared and 
softened, rose and fell in familiar cadences. The 
Metropolitan had regained a favorite and Marjorie 
Lawrence had regained her confidence. The 
audience clapped and stamped for three minutes. 

Despite her handicap, Marjorie felt she ought 
to help the war effort. Dr. King agreed. To- 
gether they traveled more than 150,000 miles in 
Kurope and Pacitie theatres to entertain troops. 

After the war she gave a recital at Bucking- 
ham Palace at the invitation of Queen Elizabeth. 
She returned to the Paris Opera, where she had 
made her debut in “Aida,” but this time she sang 
Amneris, who could be carried on a litter. They 
gave her the medal of the Legion of Honor. 

She and her husband determined to spend as 
much of their time-.as possible at Harmony Hills, 
a 900-acre farm near Hot Springs, Ark., which they 
bought soon after her collapse. because of the 
healing thermal waters. Marjorie learned to ride 
horseback and cultivate a flower garden. 

ce SS you suppose, Tom,” she asked, “that I'll 
ever be able to stand on a stage again?” 

“Of course, you can, darling.” he said, and, as 
usual, he figured out a way.

“lll Remember You in My Will" Was a 
Promise That Twice Cheated Mrs. Ring- 
ling of Million Dollar Bequests

HE last time Mrs. Emily Haag Buck Ringling 
saw rich Harold Kittinger her heart, like pre- 
war Paris, was young and gay. It was 

summer of last year and the chain store magnate 
was leaving for a vacation in upstate New York. 

They were going to be married later and the 
future for Mrs. Ringling, ex-wife of the late circus 
millionaire, John Ringling, seemed as serene as 
the August skies overhead. 

She expected him back soon and had no mis- 
givings when they parted. 

Kittinger died less than two months after the 
happy leave-taking without seeing her again. 

Yet there was no doubt of his earlier regard 
for attractive, middle-aged Mrs. Ringling. In a 
will, drawn less than a year before his death, he 
referred to her as “my beloved fiancee” and left 
her half of his two-to-five million dollar estate. 

Then, after he had gone away, he changed his 
mind. 

In a new document, signed on his deathbed, he 
reduced her vast inheritance to 1000 shares of 
stock in his company, currently quoted in the 30s, 
and addressed her merely as “my dear friend.” 


Emily's First Great Disappointment Came 
When She Had Been Left Only a Dollar 
of Her Former Husband's Circus Fortune. 
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For Mrs. Ringling it was a second heavy finan- 
cial blow in a dozen years. 

The first came when her second husband, Ring- 
ling, died a few months after they were divorced 
and left her $1 of his $22,000,000 fortune. Most of 
the rest went to the State of Florida 

Mrs. Ringling went to court about it, but the 

final decision upheld the circus man’s will. 
+ She also started contest of the Kilttinger wil! 
and won a preliminary victory recently when she 
and the Chase National Bank were named co 
administrators of the estate. 

She called the second K@tinger will a “pro 
pounded paper” and charged it would provide the 
present management of the chain store system a 
“valuable means to perpetuate control of the 
corporation.” 

The latest misfortune that has befallen Mrs. 
tingling recalls the unhappy ending of her mar- 
riage to Ringling. The elderiy circus man and his 
young wife were married only three years when 
the first clouds of discord appeared. 

The windup of their marriage was a long 
chronicle of the early and mid-’30s. : 

Ringling’s first wife had died and Emily was 
a stylish widow when they met while traveling in

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Europe. Finally, in 1930, they were married by 
Mayor Frank Hague in Jersey City. 

In 1933, Ringling sued for divorce for the first 
time. Later, there was a reconciliation and the 
then 67-year-old husband withdrew his action. 

But the matrimonial peace was maintained for 
only six months and in March, 1934, he sued again. 


#lhat started the long round of courtroom appear- 


ances, 

Once, the,ydivorce case~was interrupted while 
the Florida courts ruled on Mrs. Ringling’s 
demand for immediate payment of, $50,000 she had 
lent her husband shortly before they were married. 

The note fell due in August, 1933, she said, but 
tingling threatened to divorce her unless she 
renewed it for another four years. ° 

The decision against Mrs. Ringling cited her as 
much too sophisticated to be blufted by a man. 

Ringling, last of the seven famous brothers 
who started the Ringling Brothers circus, charged 
that his wife constantly nagged and upbraided 
him and had an ungovernable temper. 

At one point, Mrs. Ringling asked that a 
waiver of her dower rights, signed by her at the 
time of the Jersey City marriage, be set aside. 
According to witnesses, Ringling had refused to 
feo on with the ceremony unless she signed the 
waiver. 

Aithough Mrs. Ringling managed to tear up 
the paper afterwards, a court decision held that it 
was valid nonetheless. ‘ 

The Ringling divorce was granted in July, 1936, 
and Ringling died in December. 

After his death, Emily sought to have the 
divorce set aside and her property rights restored 

and again the Florida cour‘’s decided against her. 
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She returned to New York after this last defeat 
and in time met Kittinger. Few knew of this 
budding romance until! after the store executive's 
death and the surprise presentation of his first 
will. 

Mrs. Ringling, in her papers, claimed that she 
and Kittinger were still engaged— so tar as she 
had been told. at the time of his death in a New 
York hospital. 

She said he was taken seriously ill while va- 
cationing late last summer and was operated on. 
In late September, she said, he was flown back to 
a New York City hospital. 

He was too ill when admitted, she continued, to 
give any information for the hospital records. 

According to her court papers, Instructions 
were left at the hospital and at his office that he 
was Too ill to be disturbed. Yet, she sald, the 
second will was drawn up and signed five days 
before his death. 

Mrs. Ringling’s lawyers, filing her case, held 
that it was obtained by fraud and undue influence.

the trail had ended, the authorities back-tracked 
along the path Emily Davies had followed in life. 
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She Had Everything— Money, Social Position, Three 
Devoted Husbands—Everything Except the Will to Live 


They found, and passed, detours of disappoint- 
ment and forks of frustration as they followed 
the trail through the clean sands of the desert; 
through smoky garrets and cellars of Greenwich 
Village, alias Bohemia, where pseudo poets drank 
and dreamed, and fawned on their hostess and 
benefactress, Emily Davies. 

From the Village the trail led to the starting 
point, on New York's rich, fashionable Park Ave- 
nue, where the Vanderbilts spoke only to Asiors, 
and to the Davies family, too. 

Many things had happened to Emily Davies 
before a bullet ended her life and wrote finis to 
another chapter in the Heartbreaks of Society. 

The final tragedy was only one of a series that 
punctuated her brief career. She had everything 
to live for, but even in her pigtail and pinafore 
days, she didn’t seem to care. : 

Money? It was there, thanks to the efforts 
of her ancestors. 

Social position? 


ER father, Frederick Martin Davies, took care 

of that. No drawing room. was closed to him 
in fashionable New York, Newport or Cannes. 

The boon companion of Papa Davies was 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt and that situation 
made playmates of young William H. Vander- 
bilt and Emily Davies. 

As the youngsters came into their teens, their 
fathers got to talking about the futures of their 
offspring. 

“I was wondering———” Vanderbilt would start 
out, and Frederick Davies would pick it up: 

“I was wondering the same thing. Do you 
suppose they could make a go of it?” 

“No reason why they shouldn't,” Vanderbilt 
would reply. “They’ve got sense, too.” 

In that way, like a prince and princess of 
royal blood, Bill and Emily had their marriage 
arranged for them while one was spinning his 
top and the other was designing new dresses for 
new dolls.

that have never been disclosed, Emily Vanderbilt 
changed her design for living. She announced that 
she could not continue as Bill Vanderbilt’s wife; 
that he insisted on being a “recluse” on his farm 
in Rhode Island, while her place was in New Yok. 

The separation in itseif was enough to keep the 
gossips busy, but the way Emily plunged into her 
“new life’ was nothing short of spectacular. 

She came back to New York but did not pause 
on Park Avenue or Fifth Avenue, where she had 
reigned as hostess. Her path took her to Green- 
wich Village; her new associates were young 
men and women who had started out to be great 
artists and had decided to settle for something to 
eat, occasionally, and to drink, continually——il they 
found enough hosts and hostesses. 

Emily Davies Vanderbilt was the answer to 
their prayers.

On one of 
these latter occasions, she surprised and pleased 
her mother by announcing: 

“You have no need to worry about me now. I 
am in love. And this time it is real and I know 
it will be lasting.” 

That was ‘the way she announced her engage- 
ment to Sigourney Thayer. 

She had met him, Emily said, because of their 
mutual interest in literature and the arts and 
their mutual dislike of the people whom she had 
suddenly regarded as “stuffed shirts and snobs.” 


Thayer didn't rank with the Vanderbilts, finan- 
cially. But he had the scholar’s background, hjs 
father having been head of exclusive St. Mark’s 
school in Southboro, Mass. Because of the back- 
ground and the Thayer reputation for stability, 
the Davies family gave a concerted sigh of relief. 

“Emily will settle down now,” her mother said. 

Emily, as Mrs. Sigourney Thayer, did settle 
down for a few months.

babies, mother’s milk is also a preventer of 
and remedy for many infantile ailments. 

“As a food, human milk still remains the best 
type of milk for young infants,” says Dr: C. 
Anderson Aldrich, Rochester Child Health In- 
stitute Director, in a committee report of the Na.- 
tional Research Foundation, in a recent number 
of the Journal of the American Medical Associii- 
tion. “Breast milk has definite preventive and 
therapeutic value.” 

The baby fed upon mother’s milk is much 
_less likely to suffer from disturbances in the 
Stomach and intestines. 

Mother’s milk is a liquid food, while cow’s 
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Doctors Urge Breast Feeding for 
Its Medical Benefits to Both the 
Infant and the Mother 


milk is a solid food within the infant’s’ stomach. 
Since mother’s milk camot solidify in the intes-. 
tinal tract, it is an aboslute preventive against 
constipation, explains Dr. Aldrich. 

“As a feed, human milk still remains the best 
type for young infants, although it probably is 
not always a complete food after the first few 
weeks. It has definite preventive and therapeutic 
value. It is economical, automatically produced 
and time saving in the household. 

“By and large, the country over, breast milk 
is the safest food for premature babies,” the 
Mayo Clinic physician sums up. 

Dr. Aldrich's statement that mother’s milk 
prevents or decreases the severity of many ail- 
ments #& amply supported by a number of au- 
thorities on the nutrition and diseases of infants. 

Where mothers are unable to nurse their 
babies, pediatricians recommend cow’s milk as the 
next best thing, and many doctors recommend con- 
densed or powdered condensed milk. 

Dr. I. Newton Kugelmass, New York pedia- 
trician, has shown in his treatise “Newer Nutri- 
tion in Pediatric Practice’ (Lippincott publica- 
tion), that ailments of the digestive systems are 
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three times as frequent among the bottle-fed as 
among the breast-fed infants. 

The occurrence of respiratory disorders, in- 
cluding common colds, is much lower among the 
breast-fed than among the bottle-fed babies. In 
cases of severe illnesses, the survival rate of very 
young breast-fed infants is strikingly higher. 

Mother’s milk contains many types of “anti- 
bodies,” or chemicals, which prevent and cure 
infect4ous diseases. The baby’s digestion probably 
alters many of these antibodies; but some of their 
protective effect apparently remains. 

There are probably other beneficial chemicals 
in mother’s milk which new investigations are 
expected to bring to light. ‘This natural food 
normally is practically free of disease germs and 
requires no preparation for feedings. 

The carbohydrate (sugary substances), protein 
and fat ingredients of maternal milk are syn- 
thesized within the mother’s body, in forms most 
Suitable for the baby’s assimilation. 

The vitamins and minerais of the milk. how- 
ever, are derived from what she herself eats.

: it Coone!ll University study by Prof. B. 
l.. Herrington and others has shown that fresh 
mother’s milk has appreciably larger amounts of 
certain important vitamins than has comparable 
cow's: milk. 

These vitamins are: A, necessary for growth; 
(, which prevents scurvy: nicotinic acid, which 
prevents” pellagra: folic acid, important for pre- 
vention of anemia. Cow’s milk, however, has 
more of some other vitamins, especially riboflavin, 
essential for growth, and vitamin B-6. which aids 
in muscular development and other functions. 

Beginning with its. second week, according to 
specialists like Dr. Kugelmass, the new-born baby 
should be given vitamins A and D in the formtof 
cod liver oil, or some similar preparation, and 
orange juice, especially rich in vitamin C, in addi- 
tion to milk, whether mother’s or cow’s milk. 
Iron, too, is not adequate in milk, according to 
these authorities. 

kor the first six months of life, speaking gen- 
erally, the infant's best nutrition is breast-feeding, 
together with the necessary vitamins. Dr. Kugel- 
mass savs that trom the age of three months on, 
the baby should be given complementary food, 
vegetables and meat properly ground up. This 
can be dropped into his mouth with a dropper. 

The additional solid food should be given to the 
infant in the evening, when it is fully awake and 
alert, after having slept all day. The three or 
four months old baby cries in the evening, and 
that is the time to gratify it with the complemen- 
tary food. 

When made from cow’s milk, modern formulas 
Simulate mother’s milk, but never equal it. 

But even bottle feeding must imitate as closely 
as possible breast-feeding, in the way the baby 
is held. The infant should be held close to the 
mother’s or nurse’s body, very much as in ma- 
ternal feeding. Its head should be raised to avoid 
the swallowing of bubbles and allow air bubbles 
to come up as the milk goes down. Never should 
the baby be laid flat on his back when being fed. 

Breast-feeding builds up a close “rapport” or 
kinship between the mother and the baby. The 
infant feels security. 

“Breast feeding is a physiologic maturation 
process for mothers,” according to Dr. Aldrich. 
“In this intimate situation, as in no other, a 
mother obtains a demonstration of her real im- 
portance to the infant. She not only feels her 
importance but acts it. This is just as important 
to her mental health as it is to the baby’s. 

“The majority of women can, with persistent 
effort, nurse their babies adequately,” says Dr. 
Aldrich But if a woman doesn't like her child, 
she should not be urged to nurse him. Obviously, 
women with tuberculosis, and other debilitating 
maladies should not nurse babies. 

For prematurely born, weak babies authorities 
particularly recommend pooled mothers’ milk, 
such as is provided by Mothers’ Milk Bureaus.

TOOK two bottles of rum and spiked them 


with sleeping pills. Then I passed them out

I said, explaining that the rum was 
my gift to them on carnival night (last February 
7), when all of Barranquilla, Colombia, was in 
fiesta mood. 

Closing the door, I listened as they made 
merry. Later, there was a rap on my door. 
“Senora,” a sleepy voice asked me, “is there any 
more?” I passed out two more bottles, also spiked. 

I could hear them as they passed the bottles 
around. I heard them stagger off down the hotel 
corridor. I waited an hour. I knew then that they 
would not come back that night. 

I called my friend, Mrs. Maria List, on the 
phone. “Bring the children two cakes,” I told 
her. That was our signal, which meant: “I'll be 
ready to leave at two a.m.” I was about to start 
On an 1800-mile flight with my two babies, but I 
didn’t know how frightful it was going to be, 
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with word of my escape flashed to every exit 
point and orders issued to bring me back. 

I married Ramon Patino y Lamos, 34, at Fort 
Lauderdale, Fia., in 1942. My daughter Valeria, 
now three, was born in the Canal Zone in 1945, 
My son Raymond, now two, was born in Cali, 
Colombia, in 1946. 

We were living in California when I decided 
to leave my husband. He had told me he was 
related to the late Simon Patino, tin magfhate. I 
never found out whether he was or not. 

He begged me to make one more trip to Colom- 
bia with him while he straightened out his finances 
there. That’s how I landed in Barranquilla. 

When I tried to leave with the children, every 
obstacle was placed. in my way. My husband con- 
tended that under Colombian law both of the 
children were Colombian citizens. I was told that 
I had no legal rights there and they would have to 
Stay with the father, unless he gave his consent 
for their departure. until the court ruled other 
wise. He refused to give his consent

“Cherokee Indian Princess," Is About to 

Begin Her Greatest Adventure—Digging 
for Fabulous Treasure

ULA E. CROKER, sometimes known as the 
“Cherokee Indian Princess,” recently paid 
$100 for a state license to search the waters 

of Florida for $76,000,000 in pirate treasure and 
into that hunt she planned to sink the last scrap 
ings of her once-great fortune. 

A widow, at the age of 64, when instinct often 
tends to make aging ladies turn miser, was she 
foolish to pauperize herself in one of these goose. 
chase adventures? Hardly. 

In 1914, people were saying that the beautiful 
girl was half Indian and altogether foolish when 
she married Richard Croker, former Tammany 
ruler of New York City and one of the most un- 
scrupulous politicians in the world. They pro- 
phesied that she would live to regret it. 

But they were wrong and Bula was right. 

In that dangerous gamble she won not only 
millions in money but also peace and happiness, 
unt# the fierce old Tammany chieftain,‘long since 
tamed by love, died in 1932. 

She had reasons for her faith then and she 
had them for her 1948 venture. One consists of 
two ancient maps, supposed to have been made 
before the U. S. Geodetic Survey was even thought 
of, but accurate enough to show definitely where 
the inevitable “X, marking the treasure,” was 
located.

“Why didn’t you lift it out of the water and 
see if it really held gold?’’ he asked. The great, 
black eyes, still keen and still beautiful, looked the 


newsman over, with a tinge of pity, and said: 

“Is that what you would have done? Well, I 
didn’t because, for one thing it was too heavy. 
But the real reason was that there may have been 
eyes in the palmettos along shore, smart eyes. 
I did not want someone to come out after we were 
gone and jump our claim. No, when I go. back 
we will be equipped to take it all out to the last 
doubloon and diamond.” 

Another’ reason for the widow’s faith may have 
been that this gamble started out along the same 
pattern as the first-—kindness. 

In his day of might, as Sachem of Tammany, 
men and women grovelled before Richard Croker, 
from fear. If anyone served for love, he doubted 
it. Kindness, for its own sake, was a luxury 
beyond his means and therefore the one thing for 
which he yearned. Bula gave him that one thing 
and was rewarded with everyting he had to give. 

According to her st: re “wo maps, part of 
an original series of 12, were handed to her by 
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an old sea captain on his deathbed. The skipper 
was Walter N. Brown, whom she had befriended. 

Brown's maternal grandfather, named Faust, 
a planter on Santa Rosa Island, received them in 
like manner from a Capt. Andrea, shipwrecked on 
Faust’s beach. Andrea, a sick man, died in spite 
of Faust’s nursing. The cane stick, containing 
seven maps, was the kind planter’s reward. 

Nothing was done about any of the maps, ac- 
cording to Bula, until 10 of them were inherited 
by Grandson Brown who took a chance at two 
easy ones, fishing up $350,000 in French coins at 
the first try. But he talkegl too much, Bula said, 
and one night as he was counting his treasure, 
five strangers burst in and relieved him of it. The 
second search yielded a-much smaller pot of gold 
which was “borrowed by a friend in need.”

She admitted that she 
didn’t suspect, when she handed over the money, 
that she wouldn’teabe seeing “Jake” any more. 

Jacob Glass finally was arrested and at his trial] 
in Kings County Court (Brooklyn) he pleaded 
guilty. As a Sixth felony offender he was liable 
to a sentence of from 15 years to life. 

He pleaded for 90 days freedom so he could 
raise money to repay Beatrice, and Judge Nathan 
Sobel freed him in $1,000 bail. 

Efforts by Glass to get the money were fruit- 
ful but they weren’t honest, the police say. First 
he took an unsuspecting tailor for $1,500. In the 
tailor shop he met a customer, 35-year-old Estelle 
Kaponer. Before long she had contributed $875 
because Glass had asked her to marry him. 

Glass sent $550 of this easy money to probation 
authorities for Beatrice. Then, as usual, he dis- 
appeared. He eventually was arrested. 

Jacob Glass was given a 15 year to life sentence 
in Sing Sing. Even then Glass had a compromise 
to offer. 

“Judge,” the charmer begged, “somebody wants 
to marry me. Let me out and I'l! walk in here 
with the money.” 

The judge’s answer was “Take him away.” 

Jacob Glass rarely married his victims. 

Marriage was a part of the whole scheme, 
however, that sent Adolph Zuckerman of Brooklyn 
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Ladies, If You're Pas? 30, Look Out for Suifors 
Who Mix Matrimony With Larceny 


to Sing Sing for nine to 10 years on a conviction 
of grand larceny in the second degree. 
When Judge Louis Goldstein of Kings County 


Court sentenced this 44-year-old husband of nine 


victimized women in 1944, he said: 

“The community is entitled to have you re 
moved from society so that Blanche Kadin will be 
your last victim.” 

Blanche Kadin, 36, was wife number nine, who, 
according to her testimony in court, met Adolph 
Zuckerman through a marriage bureau. 

After about a month’s courtship, they married. 

Four days later Blanche gave Adolph her $700 
savings and paid for a Miami honeymoon. 

It was when her new husband failed to return 
a pair of diamond earrings valued at $500 and 
other jewelry valued at $300 that Blanche became 
suspicious. Zuckerman had taken them, suggest 
ing that he would have them remodeled and then 
appraised for insurance, Blanche explained. 

When she found the pawn tickets on this 
jewelry several weeks later she had her erring 
spouse arrested. Then his 24-year record of marry- 
ing and fleecing women came to light. 

Alexander Arlinsky, a confidence man who 
used 37 aliases in his swindling operations, finally 
landed in a Federal prison, in 1946, because he 
tried to impersonate a government agent. He 
was wanted, however, in a score of cities on 
charges of getting money from several women.

Sometimes ArlinsKy’s approach was romantic. 
(mm other occasions, as in his dealings with Mrs. 
‘Tempe Gehring and Miss Anita Stewart, romance 
had no part in his scheme. 

In Detroit a warrant charging larceny by con- 
version accused him of obtaining $6,000 from Mrs. 
(Gehring, 36, on a fietitious business deal. Her 
friend, Miss Stewart, told police that she con- 
tributed $2,500 to the same deal. 

The two women who were war workers at the 
time met Arlinsky at a race track In August 1945. 

After a brief acquaintance, they say, he told 
them of a large inheritance he was due to collect 

$500,000 to $1,000,000. However, he had no 
money for legal fees. The two women told de- 
tectives that Arlinsky promised them 10 per cent 
of the real estate holdings, valued at $300,000. if 
they would advance him money for attorney’s 
fees. 

After collecting the $8,500, the two victims 
said, Arlinsky left town and that was the last they 
ever heard of him until after he was picked up by 
the FBI in New York. Then they were asked to 
identify his photographs. 

In Detreit Arlinsky had posed as a race horse 
owner and used two different names; Allen Mar- 
Shall and Allen Gorman. 

In Houston, Tex., where, according to the FBI, 
he married and swindled a 38-year-old secretary 
out of $7,100 in 1946, he had posed as a cattle 
buver. 

The prosecuting attorney at Arlinsky’s New 
York trial pointed out that this man had married 
at least six of his victims, each time without a 
previous divorce, and had collected about $30,000. 

While Glass, Zuckerman and Arlinsky all are 
behind bars, authorities warn that the woods stil! 
are full of swindling Romeos. 

Furthermore, they say, women should not 
think they are past the danger stage when they 
are between 45 and 50 years old because that has 
been found to be the most dangerous age for being 
victimized.

HEN cool twilight gathers in Death Valley 
these summer evenings. the man who 
made that remote corner of the western 

desert famous does not step out, as he used to, 
for a stroll beside his incongruous $2,300,000 
castle. 

Tall, silver-maned Albert M. Johnson, million- 
naire financier, is absent from his old-time haunts. 
The castle is a place now for sightseers. The old- 
time stories of a vast gold mine in the hills near by 
are not told any more. 

Johnson’s death has brought to an end a leg- 
end, which grew up in Death Valley in his time, 
and to a desert friendship as strange as any that 
ever existed. The legend was of gold in the hills; 
the friendship was with Death Valley Scotty, the 
grizzled old prospector whose exploits once car- 
ried word of the gold up and down the country. 

For years the public believed the castle was 
Scotty’s, and the gold mine, too, and this was not 
strange, for Scotty in one city or another leafed 
out $1,000 bills as if they were small change. 

The bills, however, appear to have been John- 
son’s. It seems he merely let Scotty fling them 
away. “Scotty’s Castle” became known far and 
wide. So did “Scotty’s gold mine.” But the castle 
was Johnson’s, and there was no mine. 

Johnson, wealthy, quiet and religious, was the 
man behind the scenes. It was his hard cash, it 
now appears, that financed Scotty’s prodigious 
spending sprees from Coast to coast. 

He was, as Scotty often said, “my partner and 
my banker,” and he became that because out 
there in the desert he once, in a hard, groping 
time, found himself. Scotty helped him do it. 

They met tor the first time in Chicago in 1904. 
Scotty (his real name is Walter Perry Scott) had 
been on the range or on the desert since childhood, 
and later had been a rider with Buffalo Bill’s 
“Rough Riders of the World.” He was strong and 
adventurous then, and he began to tell Johnson 
of Death Valley, baking in the sun of southeastern 
California, near the Nevada boundary. Partic- 
ularly, he spoke af gold. 

“T want a grubstake,” Scotty said. 

Johnson thought it over, and gave him $2,500. 

“Thanks —-I'll be going back,” said Scotty. 
“Why gion’t you come along?” 


JOHNSON shook his head, but the invitation 
stayed in his mind. Even then, the lure of the 
desert was upon him. 

It was strange that the lure should reach him, 


for he was a prosaic business man. He was born 
in Oberlin, Ohio, in 1872, of an old Quaker family. 
He worked as a blacksmith’s helper, roundhouse 
wiper and station agent on the Arkansas Midland 
Railroad in which his father had a large interest, 
graduated from Cornell as an engineer, and then 
turned to insurance. 

In insurance and other business he made a for- 
tune. He was vice president of the National Life 
Insurance Company of U.S. A. at the time he met 
Scotty, and became board chairman later. But 
money could not give him health. At the time he 
talked to Scotty he was partly paralyzed by in- 
juries he had suffered in a train wreck. 

He was’ hoping desperately for improvement 
that did not come. So, often after he and Scotty 
parted, he thought of Death Valley, wondering 
whether the solitude of the desert might do some- 
thing for him that doctors had been unable to do. 


Finally, he locked his desk. He headed west. 
Scotty was waiting for him. 

“Perhaps I can regain my health out here,” 
he said. 

“Maybe,” said Scotty. “I can’t promise it. But 
come on out to my place. At least it will be bette 
than medicine.” 

They went then to Scotty’s primitive, home- 
stead cabin in Death Valley, and there, miles from 
any other habitation, began the. friendship that 
lasted more than four decades. 

Gradually, for no single and definite reason, 
Johnson began to grow better. The brilliantly 
clear air was invigorating. ‘The rith coloring of 
the mountains that hemmed in the valley was a 
never-ending wonder. Scotty’s robust good humor 
and his crude skillet cuisine were tonic. : 

When, the next year, he said good-by, and 
started east again, there remained of his paraly- 
sis only a limp. 

The general public at that time was unaware 
of Johnson's existence, but it began to grow 
increasingly aware of Death Valley Scotty. 

Venturing afar from his desert outpost, Scotty 
commenced to startle his fellow Americans. One 
exploit followed another, through many years. 


Many Persons Believed That 
Scotty's Wealth Came From 
a "Treasure Hole in the 
Ground," but the Only Gold 
Mine the Old Prospector 
Ever Found Was a Fun-Loving 
Financier 


The one he likes now to remember best was his 
cross-country chartered train ride. 

He took up the matter of that jatnt with 
Santa Fe officials. He had his mind set on a 
highball run from Los Angeles to Chicaro, he 
said. The Santa Fe arranged to let him charter 
a four-car train He laid down $5,500 in cash 

Hie took aboard his wife, and his dor with tt: 
$1,000 collar, and a group of associates and they 
made the run from the coast to Chicago in 44 
hours and 54 minutes, a record which stood until 
1934. Then, they proceeded to New York. 

It was only a lark, as Scotty’s eccentric distri- 
bution of big bills to strangers often was a lark. 
It seemed he liked to make a show of money as 
much as Johnson, through all his later years, liked 
to be apart trom the crowd. 

Meanwhile, Johnson, after his recovery in the 
desert, went on making money in the east. When 
his insurance company was placed in receiversaip 
and its contracts assumed by another company, it 
was reported that he emerged a very wealthy man. 

Both he and his wife, Bessie Morris Penniman 
Johnson, were leaders in Chicago’s religious cir- 
cles as well as in civic endeavor. Johnson founded 
the Fundamentalist Society and Mrs. Johnson 
conducted evangelistic services. With her hus- 
band’s help, she organized the Business Women's 
Council. Working girls were provided with meet- 
ing rooms, a lounge and lunch at cost. 

The plan.was so successful that in 1925, the 
Johnsons had three business women’s ceniers 


operating, with a square meal served to working 
firls and women for 25 cents. 

Meanwhile, Johnson bought a 17-room marble 
and granite mansion on Lake Michigan in north- 
ern Chicago, paying, it was said, $200,000. He 
lived in splendor but he lived quietly, and he was 
known best then for his occasional words of 
advice. 

“Don’t booze at all, and don’t smoke until you 
are 21,” he used to say. “Don’t dance in ball 
rooms, cabarets or cafes. The air is foul and 
poisons the lungs.” 

Hie was devoutly religious himself and wanted 
others to be religious in their own way. 

“Be religious in a true way,’ he advised. 
“Folks who think they are saved are more cheer- 
ful and happy. They are more regular in their 
habits and more content to stay at home.” 

When the depression hit, he sold his mansion 
for $75,000, and later he retired to California. 
He began to plan “Scotty’s Castle.” 


COTTY in those years probably had no inkling 

of this. Whenever he emerged from the desert 
he was busy with a program of his own. He 
seemed determined to make his fellow creatures 
everywhere aware of him. 

One spring day in Los, Angeles, he strolled 
along a principal street, his ten gallon hat pushed 

ck and his flaming necktie blowing. as he 
cipped out handfuls of gold coins from a bucket. 
ie sprinkled the crowd with gold. 

“You’re-welcome,” he said. “Don’t mention it.” 

On another day, he took another tack... “I’ve 
heen cleaned out in the stock market.” he declared 
in Kansas City. “Yes, sir, I’ve been taken to the 
ckeaners. Six million berries. Oh, well, that’s 
not so bad. I'll come back.” 

As these tales went around, they took on new 
proportions. By many.it was believed that Scotty 
actually did have a secret, inexhaustible gold mine 
in Death. Valley. Waiters were disappointed when 
Scotty's tips were less than $100. Hotel men were 
never surprised when he pulled out a $1,000 bill. 

Never a word was said of the financier; John- 
son. But Johnson then (on sworn testimony 
given later in court) was Scotty's “gold mine.” 

Year by year he had been going back to Death 
Vatiey for visits, and finally he made the desert 
ravine his part time home. ‘There he built 
“seotty’s Castle,” a turreted, imposing pile of 
Moorish design in the midst of barren wasteland, 
and he furnished it with treasures hand-wrought 
or imported. There were drapes from a European 
cathedral: a bed which Spanish grandees had 
siept in; Majorcan rugs of great value; a chimes 
tower, and a $100,000 pipe organ. 

scotty had a room of his own, but most of the 
time he preferred his cabin, down the valley. 

To reach that valley by car from the west, 
until recently, was to experience something 
approaching fantasy. From Lone Pine. Calif., 
which is on the 7,000-foot pass skirting the flank 


‘of Mt. Whitney; you drop down to sea level in 


Panarmint Valley, within a distance of 30 miles; 
climb Towne Pass, which is nearly 6,000 feet, in 
the next 15 minutes; and drop again, this time to 
-i6 feet below sea level at the bottom of Death 
Valley--all this on tortuous, hairpin roads, with 
terrifying grades, and always with the violent 
colors of the rocks glowing around vou. 

l‘inaliy the desert road leads to the settlement 
of Stovepipe Wells, then to Last Chance range, 
and on to the canyon where the castle stands,

high above the most intense heat of the basin. 

No one questioned Scotty’s implication that he 
owned the castle, and the secret mine to boot, 
until a court action threw new light on the matter. 
Then the myth exploded. 

When Scotty’s wife sued for separate main- 
tenance, Johnson, the man behind the scenes, took 
the witness stand. 

“I’ve paid Scotty’s bills for years,” said Albert 
Johnson. 

“Does he repay you?” he was asked. 

“He repays me in laughs,” said the financier. 
“Scotty hasn’t a dime to my knowledge. If he 
owns a gold mine, I don’t know anything about it. 
All I know is that I have lent him a great deal 
of money over a 30-year period.” (It has been 
said that Johnson long held Scotty’s note for 
$500,000 as a claim against any riches the pro- 
spector might find.) 

Later another suit piled doubt upon doubt 
regarding the vast, hidden gold mine. Julian M. 
Gerard, a brother of the former Ambassador to 
Germany, who once had grubstaked Scotty, 
sought an accounting. 

“Have you a gold mine?” Scotty was asked. 

“No, sir,” he testified. 

“Did you ever have a mine?” 

“No, except the Knickerbocker claims in the 
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mountains,” Death Valley Scotty admitted 

“Did you ever take any gold out of the ground 
and sell it?” 

There ‘was the nub of the life-long story. 
Scotty, under oath, replied: 

“I never sold any goid.” 

“How much money have you taken from min- 
ing ventures in the last 30 years?” 

“None,” said Scotty. 

To complete the wreck of the myth, he added 
that he had never had a “treasure hole in the 
ground,” that he had no interest in “Scotty’s Cas- 
tle,” and that over a number of years he might 
have borrowed $200,000 from Johnson. 

Johnson's testimony agreed. “I gave Scotty 
from $100 to $1,000 at a time,” he said. ‘‘He paid 
me back in laughs for whatever I gave him.” 

Yet Scotty, no longer ago than early this year, 
still maintained an air of mystery, in his cabin 
down the valley. 

“Nobody’s seen my hole card yet,” he_ said. 


Death Valley Scotty and His 
Millionaire Friend, Albert M. 
Johnson, Only Laughed When 
Questioned About the Secret 
of the Castle in the Desert. 


“Nobody's going to ‘til 1 get ready to show it.” 

Meanwhile the castie has been opened for 
tourists’ inspection. Johnson, in his later days, 
staved mostly in Los Angeles. Scotty lived a 
while in Denver, then went back to a cabin in 
Death Valley. In 1941, Mrs. Johnson was killed in 
an automobile accident. 

When Johnson died, his will gave his entire 
estate to the Gospel Foundation of California, 
a non-denominational organization which he 
founded. 

Scotty couldn’t make the trip to the funeral in 
Los Angeles. But in Death Valley he wrote his 
tribute. This is the way it went: 

“In Memory of My Old Friend, A. M. Johnson: 
We rode the mountain trails together and they 
were terribly rough. This one will be easier. I 
hope you will find the mules at the end of the 
trail and that the pasture is good. This one you 
will have to travel alone, but I'll meet you at 
the end. Your partner, Death Valley Scotty.”

N the rush, several women tried to scratch one 
i another. An elderly dowager was knocked down 
and trampled. 

Before the ushers put a stop to it, 20,000 spec- 
tators, most of them women, had wedged them- 
selves into New York’s old Madison Square Gar- 
den. Outside, 10,000 more pushed and pummeled 
one another in a vain effort to get into the building. 

The person responsible for this melee was a 
handsome, wavy-haired ex-salesman of haber- 
dashery named Carlyle Blackwell. He had just 
_ arrived from Hollywoed to make a personal ap 
pearance in New York. 

Since his entry into the movies three years 
earlier in 1913, Blackwell had become the Don 
Juan of the silent screen. 

As leading man for such stars as Mary Pick 
ford, Ina Claire and Ethel Clayton, he was 
regarded as the essence of masculine allure. 

At the peak of Blackwell’s fame as a matinee 
idol, the actor received so many fan letters re- 
questing photographs of his handsome profile 
that his secretary was unable to handle them all. 


He sought an additional secretary and attrac- 
tive, 20-year-old Victoria Ann Enoch got the job. 

That was 30 years ago—and at the time neither 
suspected that Ann would eventually become the 
fifth Mrs. Carlyle Blackwell. But she did. 

She and the 64-year-old actor were married 
recently in the First Presbyterian Church in 
Miami Beach, Fla. 

Blackwell's first wife was Ruth Hartman, a 
Chicago girl he met while playing on the legiti- 
mate stage before goin: to Hollywood and 
married in 1916. Two children, Carol and Carlvle, 
Jr., were born of that marriage, which was dlis- 
solved in 1923. 

It was during those same years that Blackwell 
rose to fame. As the first $2,000 a week screen 
star, he made more than 300 movies. 

He appeared with Mary Pickford in “Such a 
Little Queen,” with Ina Claire in “The Puppet 
Crown,” and with baby star Madge Evans in “The 
Burglar.” He was also starred in pictures with 
Alice Brady, Montagu Love, Holbrook Blinn and, 
on many occasions, with his wife’s sister, Gretchen 
Hartman. 

In 1922, the handsome screen Romeo departed 
for Europe to appear in British, French and 
German films. 

There he met and fell in love with Leah Bar- 
nato, multimillion dollar heiress whose father, 
Barney Barnato, had made an estimated $500,000,- 
000 fortune in South African diamond mines. 

Blackwell, who brooked little opposition from 
male rivals in his screen romances, soon dis- 
covered that his courtship of Leah was compli- 
cated by a formidable obstacle—Alfred Haxton, 
wealthy British business man. 

Faced with choosing between the two, Leah 
married Haxton. She subsequently became dis- 
satisfied with her marriage, however, and left her 
home in London for Berlin. 

During a dinner conversation one evening, she 
told a lawyer she wanted a divorce from Haxton. 

In January, 1925, under the impression that a 
decree had been granted, she married Blackwell. 
The couple soon found out, to their dismay, that

the lawyer had failed to take the necessary legal! 
steps for Leah’s divorce. They then inserted a 
notice of their marriage in the London Times.

After Haxton received his decree, the Queen of 
Diamonds and her King of Hearts were married a 
second time in Berlin. In July of the same vear 
they had a third ceremony performed in London. 

Nevertheless, their union lasted only eicht 
years. While in Monte Carlo in 1932, the actor met 
Avonne Taylor, a former Ziegteld girl, who had 
been the third wife of the asbestos heir, Tommy 
Manville. 

A year atter this meeting, Blackwell was 
granted a divorce from Leah in Reno, Nev. and 
six hours later he married Avonne.

Ten years later, in November, 1946, Black- 
well married for the fourth time. His bride on 
that occasion was Mrs. Nancy Nicholson Bradsby 
kermmons. 

iwice widowed, she had inherited over a quar- 
ter of a million dollars from her first husband, 
baseball bat manufacturer Frank Bradsby, and an 
additional fortune from her second husband, Wal- 
ter Reed Emmons. 

Five months after her marriage to Blackwell, 
Mrs. Emmons died, leaving the actor a sizable

For 48 hours the Maria Carlota had withstood 


the ravages of the hurricane that swept the 
North Atlantic fishing banks but now, on this 
evening of Monday, Nov. 3, 1947, her end was 
near. The wind had dropped to 70 miles an hour 
but the seas still ran in crests as high as the top- 
masts while she wallowed in the troughs between 
them, falling off, nearly on her beam’s end, deep 
to the rails of her with the sea which filled her 
hold.

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A Surgeon's Scalpel May Have 
Extracted the Evil Genius That 
Made Millard Wright a Convicted 
Burglar. Only Time Will Tell. 
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lard Wright had been awaiting what 
his lawyer, Louis Little, predicted 
would be a long sentence. 

Judge <A. Marshall 
who apparently has faith in the re- 
forming powers of brain surgery, 
granted Wright’s unprecedented plea 
that he be allowed to undergo what 
he hoped would be a cure for his 
warped personality. 

Dr. Yale Koskoff, the well-known 
brain specialist, agreed to perform 
the surgery without fee in the jnter- 
est of medical science. 

This delicate operation wherein 
the surgeon severs some of the con- 
necting nerves between the pre-front- 
al lobe (forehead portion of the brain 
which is the seat of conscience) and 
the rest of the brain has been per- 
formed approximately 2,000 times in 
the United States. 

It is especially effective in the 
type of insanity that involves anxiety 
and deep depression, where the in- 
ternal balance of the mind is upset. 

Millard Wright wasn’t suffering 
from insanity, according to medical 
Spinion. He had been committed for 
a time to the hospital for the crim- 
inally insane at Fairview, but authori- 
ties returned him to the Allegheny 
County Jail. 

Wright’s is the first case, so far 
as can be learned, wherein a criminal 
of sound mind has requested a brain 
operation in the hope of becoming 
a useful member of society; if there 
was that hope instead of the less 
worthy desire Judge McDonald at- 
tributes to him, of merely trying to 
beat a felony charge. 

At least Millard Wright knew he 
incurred some risk in the venture, for 
the Allegheny County Behavior Clinic 
had reported that the operation 
might merely make him passive and 
feeble-minded. 

What thoughts Millard enter- 
tained before he faced his great crisis 
in the operating room haven't been 
confided to anyone either, but it 
isn’t unlikely that, no matter what 
his motive, he reviewed the past that 
had led to his serious predicament. 

(Growing up in the mill town of 
Leechburg under the stigma of being 
just plain bad hadn't been easy. 

It had been a streak of tough 
luck, Millard always said, when, a 
slim shaver of 14, he had been caught 
and fined for speeding. His parents 
told authorities they couldn’t do a 
thing with him. He was sent to the 
reform school, labelled incorrigible. 

Eighteen months at Morganzo, the 
industrial farm, didn’t turn young 
Wright into a model son or a model 
citizen. After a brief respite he was 
back for a second session. 

On release he headed for - Pitts- 
burgh, where he soon was picked up 
and sent to the county workhouse 


Thompson, 


on charges of operating a lottery. 
Millard was a repeater here too. 

Then he graduated to burglary. 

He moved to Manstield, Ohio, 
where he used the name of John Lib- 
bengood and soon was sent up for a 
15-year term for burglary. He got 
time off for good behavior. Later he 
was imprisoned in West Virginia for 
breaking and entering. 

Millard Wright, alias John Libber- 
good, always was a geod prisone. 
according to his legal advisor who 
has this to say: 

“Wright always has left prison 
with a perfect behavior record. He 
even took extension courses during 
one of his stays behind bars and be- 
came a law graduate.” 

The indications are that Wright 
had hoped he would not have to serve 
time for his recent robberies and be- 
lieved he would get a full pardon 
for his past crimes. He expressed a 
desire to get a job. 

To free Wright at this time, Judge 
McDonald pointed out in his decision, 
would be to invite a flood of requests 
from other criminals. 

The medical report, after the pris- 
oner’s operation, was that it was a 
surgical success, but only time can 
tell what effect it will have on 
Wright’s personality. 

Another case, known as “Case 
1000” at the Wayne County General 
Hospital, Eloise, Mich., was reported 
in The American Weekly recently. 

The patient was a 19-year-old girl, 
and she had been listed as a “criminal. 
mental case.” 

One month after the operation the 
patient said she no longer felt the 
urge to commit criminal acts. A 
follow-up, however, indicates that her 
behavior must still be observed for 
a period of six months or a year be- 
fore any definite conclusions can be 
reached and action taken. 

At Western Penitentiary psychia- 
trists and psychologists will keep 
Millard Wright under observation. 

“If he recovers and his institu- 
tional record is good he will stand 
an excellent chance of being paroled 
at a later date,” Judge McDonald 
was quick to agree. 

However, a recent report by the 
behavior clinic of Quarter Sessions 
Court, issued approximately eight 
months after the operation, states: 

“When last examined Millard 
Wright was still the evasive, crafty, 
cunning person that he had been be- 
fore the operation. There was no 
noticeable alteration of his egocen- 
tricism (self-centered attitude).” 

The label these experts applied to 
the prisoner, “a psychopath unable to 
adjust himself to disappointments and 
frustrations,” doesn’t suggest that 
Millard Wright will be a reformed, 
free man very soon.

I THE late Gertrude Stein had been 
pastes to define a thoroughbred 

race horse, probably would 
have written: 

“A thoroughbred is a 
bred is a thoroughbred.” Double 
talking Gertrude’s definition woulc 
be no more fantastic or arbitrary 
than some which have served as the 
official gauge in the past for admis- 
sion to the Steeds’ Social Register. 

The startling fact that thorough. 
breds exist only relatively was 
brought out anew recently when the 
owner of Shannon II, the Australian 
race horse, after a long figiit, con- 
vinced the Jockey Club thai, despi'° 
the suspicion of a possible flaw in 
his pedigree 11 generations back, the 
stepper was worthy of taking his 
place alongside the equine blue bloods 
of America. 

An ironic twist was added to the 
Shannon cause celebre by the fact 
that it brought into sharp relief man’s 
inherent snobbishness even when 
fighting snobbery. 

While the Jockey Club was ponder- 
ing over the fitness of the Australian 
horse to be received into the company 
of American thoroughbreds, it was 
seething inwardly because under the 
35-year-old Jersey Act, England stil! 
refused to recognize some of Amer- 
ica’s most famous race horses, Man 0’ 
War included, as being of the royal 
blood of hersedom. 

Not long before the Jockey Club 
had grudgingly admitted Shannon il 
to its registry, it had blackballed the 
applications of a number of famous 
European race horses, captured in the 
European theatre of operations by 
the American Army and turned over 
to the U. S. Remount Service, al- 
though there was little if any doubt 
as to their identification. 

These horses were obviously thor- 
oughbreds. Their appearance told it 
and so did their speed. Yet, in an- 
nouncing its decision in the Shannon 
case, the Jockey Club said: 

“Those charged with responsibility 
for keeping the stud book cannot 
accept performance as a substitute 
for pedigree.” 

Rather silly, isn’t it, that a slow 
horse with a faultless pedigree (by 
whatever the standard of that par 
ticular country happens to be) 
should be considered a better piece 
of horseflesh than a speedier anima! 
suspected of having a fish peddler’s 
swayback among its progenitors?

admission is made by leading author- 
ities on breeding that the definition 
of a thoroughbred has been changed 
often and that if we go 
enough we'll find a bit of nag blood 
in the ancestry of every member of 
the modern thoroughbred family. 

When the first stud book was 
published in England in 1793, there 
was no mention of the word “thor- 
oughbred” in its title. It was called 
“The General Stud Book, Containing 
Pedigrees of Race Horses, Etc.” For 
over 100 years after the first book 
was published, no official definition 
of the thoroughbred existed. 

There were several unofficial defi- 
nitions and one of those commonly 
accepted was that a horse was not a 
thoroughbred unless of unadulterated 
Oriental (Arabian or Barb) blood. By

centuries ago, or a halt century before

first stud book was _ published. 

Naturally, this definition was 
dropped and in its stead one was 
adopted which held that a horse who 
wasn’t sired by a thoroughbred listed 
in the stud book and who didn’t have 
five maternal crosses of the same 
kina could not be designated as a 
thoroughbred. This was later revised 
to make seven maternal thorough 
bred crosses a requisite. 

Up to 1913, horses listed as thor- 
oughbreds in the stud books of other 
countries were accepted by the Eng- 
lish Stud Book. But, that year Eng- 
lish racing felt it was faced with a 
crisis because many American own- 
ers, when the New York State Legis- 
lature barred betting on the races in 
1911, shipped to England. 

Fearing that the Yankee Doodle 
ponies would win all the prizes and 
make racing unprofitable for English 
Lord Jersey put through a 


the 
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resolution in the Jockey Club of which 
he was a _ steward, providing that 
henceforth only horses whose ances- 
tors in all removes were registered in 
previous volumes would be admitted 
to the English Stud Book. 

Although the “American threat” 
faded away when racing was re- 
sumed in New York, the Jersey Act 
wasn't repealed. Nor has any action 
been taken to wipe it off the books. 

Every race horse living can be 
traced back to unknown or non- 
Oriental ancestors. But the British, 
who once used to define horse racing 
as “a sport in England, an entertain- 
ment in France and a business in 
America,” go about their business 
serene in their belief that their race 
horses are superior to all those not 
listed in the English Stud _ Book, 
because Lord Jersey said they were. 

Our Australian brethren could 
have been knocked over with the 
sheet of paper on which the Jersey 
Act is written when our own Jockey 
Club started acting Lord Jerseyish 
about the pedigree of Shannon II. 

Brought here from Australia by 
W. J. Smith, a Sydney turfman, and 
sold to Neil S. McCarthy, the seven- 
year-old stallion was permitted by 
the Jockey Club to race at Santa 
Anita but the application for regis- 
tration was held up. 

Meantime, Shannon II had finished 
an impressive third to Windfields and 
Endeavor II of Argentina in a seven- 
furlong dash. 

The outcry of the Australian press 
against our Jockey Club’s invocation 
of the very principle which it has 
been fighting in the Jersey Act case, 
finally showed the Ward McdAllisters 
of our Horse Society the ridiculous- 
ness of their stand. 

They decided that “while adhering 
to the belief that definite defects 
should not be disregarded even when 
they go far back, the horse miay be 
properly registered as being of thor- 
oughbred blood.” 

Stripped of its silly pretense, this 
means that, like every other horse 
designated as a thoroughbred, Shan- 
non II had an ancestor in the fish 
or vegetable trade.

Couldn't Afford to In- 

herit Their Father's 

Fortune, So He Oblig-: 

ingly Left It to Their 
Wives 


Even though the three sons felt embarrass 
ment at discussing his will with their father, 
their request would seem to the average person 
to be even more peculiar than the conditions 
under which it was made. 

They wanted their father, please, to leave 
them no money. Not a cent. 

All the sons were in income brackets where 
additional holdings would bring in _ proportion- 
ately small gains. 

George N. Richard was the senior partner of 
the New York Stock Exchange firm of C. B. 
Richard and Company, founded a hundred years 
before by his grandfather. Harold C. Richard 
was a retired banker. Walter L. Richard was a 
well-known figure in New York and Miami Beach 
society. 

Not one of the three wanted an inheritance 
which would push him into a higher income tax 
bracket. As they saw it, they just couldn't afford 
to possess any more money. 

At the age of 92, Oscar L. Richard’s full, happy 
life came to a close. The will, probated recently, 
showed that he had followed the request of his 
sons. He left them no money—not directly anyway. 

The biggest portions of his estate, valued con- 
servatively at “ngore than $400,000,” went instead 
to his two daughters-in-law, the wives of Walter 
and Harold. 

To George N. Richard went household furnish. 
ings, jewelry, silverware, and his father’s auto 
mobile. That automobile, incidentally, was o1 no 
small sentimental value, for Oscar Richard was 
a motorist of international fame. He got his 
first ticket for speeding in 1896. 

By leaving the greater part of the estate, after 
numerous smaller bequests, to the wives of his 
two other sons, the financier accounted for two 
birds with one stone. The terms of the will

directed that the money be turned over to the 
sons, to be held in the names of their wives. 
In effect, this set up an arrangement siernitar to 
community property provisions already in effect 
in a number of states. 

Through legislation recently passed over the 
President’s veto by the Congress of the United 
States, the federal tax-saving provisions of com- 
munity property were likewise extended to every 
family in the country, regardless of state laws. 
This simply provides that if a man makes, say, 
$10,000, he can declare that only $5,000 ot it is 
actually his, and the rest belongs to his wife. 
Each then pays tax on $5,000, rather than the 
husband paying the higher percentage on $10.000. 

Mr. Richard’s will, drawn some time before the 
new federal law was passed, gave his sons the 
same advantage. Any money they received from 
him added not to their already high income tax, 
but to the comparatively low figure paid by their 
wives. And in case this might cause any doubt 
in anyone’s mind about his confidence in his 
sons, he named them executors. 

Oscar Richard’s will crowned a full life of fun 
and finance. When he was 16 years old, in 1872, 
he went to work in his father’s firm for $4 a 
week. That same year he won his first ice skating 
trophy, one of more than 60 he accumulated over 
the years. At the age of 67 he won the junior 
championship of America in figure skating. In 
his 90s he was a familiar figure on the Rocke- 
feller Center outdoor skating rink, waltzing on 
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skates with girls who could have been his great- 
grandchildren. 

When he was 85. someone asked him how he 
kept so active. 

“Well,” he said, “I eat everything I want, drink 
as much as I! want, and smoke six or seven cigars 
a day. I feel fine. I think it’s my digestion.” 

He learned to skate as a boy in the wild region 
of New York that is now Central Park, and pe! 
fected his skating form in Europe —he once said 
he had no idea how many times he had crossed 
the Atlantic. He was one of the first members 
of the New York Athletic Club and exce'ied in 
boxing, fencing, horseback riding and in. the 
hurdie races. He was a dancer, too. His partners 
ranged from Princess Nicholas of Hesse to the 
young ladies of the skating rinks. 

In his first brush with the traffic policemen, 
in 1896, he was riding a motor tricycle of French 
make down Fifth Avenue. Brought into court 
for speeding, he told the judge that the motor 
company needed at least $100,000 more to improve 
its vehicle so that it could go 15 miles an hour, 
much less exceed it. Case was dismissed. 

At the age of 82, occurred what he termed 
“the most important legal fight of my life.” 

He was arrested for double parking. A §$2 
fine was at stake. 

Mr. Richard sent a barrage of letters to poliee 
and city officials and magistrates. He went into 
court flanked by witnesses and armed _ with 
figures. His chauffeur had indeed double-parked,

he said, but only while he himself went into 
flower shop to make a purchase.

The judge dismissed that case, too. 

A few vears later he was asked how he spent 
his time when he wasn’t sKating. ‘He thought a 
ininute, and came up with this itinerary: 

In June, 1941, he went to Maine, returned in 
August, took a plane to Chicago, a train to Sun 
Valley, Idaho, where he skated a few days, and 
then motored through the Canadian Rockies, 
Yellowstone Park and Colorado Springs. After 
climbing Pike’s Peak in a snowstorm, he went to 
St. Louis for the wedding of a grandsoy, drove 
back to New York, went out to Sun Valley again 
for six weeks, returned to New York, and took 
off a few days later, in February, 1941, to attend 
the wedcing of a granddaughter in Miami. 

That v ust an average amount of traveling, 
he said. and he reereited tha’ he couleént make 
his custornary trip to Europe curing that period.

That same afternoon he reported 
the facts of the matter to District At- 
torney Asa Bird Gardiner and his assist 
ant, John F. McIntyre. 
Meanwhile, the club physician, Dy. 
Phillips, observed that Cornish’s symp- 
toms resembled those suffered by an- 
other patient he had recently attended. 

Early in November, Henry Crosman 
Barnet, a member of the house com. 
mittee of the club, had become ill after 
taking a headache powder received in 
his mail. Dr. Phillips had called in Dr. 

Douglas, who diagnosed the ailment as 
diphtheria. The patient had seemed to 

be responding well to treatment, but had 

taken a turn for the worse and, on Nov. 10, he 
had died in his rooms at the club. 

Could the two cases have any connection? 

Pending the resolution of that question, Chief 
of Detectives McClusky concentrated on Cornish’s 
pieces of evidence: the bottle of powder, the silve: 
container, and the wrapper. He soon learned that 
one of the rarest and most deadly of poisons had 
been mixed with the powder. 

On Dec. 29, a newspaper printed a facsimile of 
the address on the poison package. Club officials, 
including John D. Adams, secretary, and Andre 
Bustanoby, superintendent, scrutinized the hand- 
writing and the misspelled word “Fourty.” 

Then they combed through the club flies, ob- 
tained several suspected samples, and took them 
to Cornish’s sickbed. 

Whether a name was suggested to Cornish, or 
whether he thought of it himself when he ex. 
amined the handwriting, cannot be proven; Cor- 
nish always insisted that he thought of it himself. 
At any rate, he phoned Captain McClusky and 
told him he suspected a former member and of- 
ficer of the club, Roland Burnham Molineux. 

This was an astonishing suggestion. 

Molineux, handsome, successful, recently 
married, son of a well-to-do manufacturer, hardly 
seemed to fit the role of suspect. The police re- 
ceived the idea without enthusiasm. When 
Molineux appeared at a police station, accom- 
panied by his father and an attorney, he was in- 
formed that the report had been erroneous—he 
was not wanted as a suspect in the poisoning. 

However, as the days passed, interest in Roland 
Molineux mounted steadily in newspaper offices.

had come to the United States as a young man, 
served in the Civil War, and emerged a major

general. Later became part owner of C. T. Ray- 
nolds & Co., manufacturers of colors. He had 
married Miss Clark in 1861, when she was 19. 

Roland received a fine education, specializing 
in chemistry. Had worked for father’s firm, and 
by 1893 had become superintendent of Morris Her- 
mann & Co., makers of dry colors, whose factory 
was on Jersey St., Newark. Besides being hand- 
some and well bred, he was an excellent athlete. 

He had become a close friend of Henry Barnet, 
good-natured bachelor, but not of Harry Cornish, 
who was inclined to be irritable and tactless. 

At the time Molineux joined the Knickerbocker 
Club, Cornish was superintendent of the club and 
manager of its restaurant, in addition to serving 
as physical director. He knew his business, and 
performed his duties with efficiency. 

In 1896, Molineux was placed on the house 
committee and given special charge of athletic 
events. Before long he found himself clashing with 
Cornish. In April, 1897, they squabbled over an 
amateur circus, and Molineux complained to club 
officials. Result--Cornish was stripped of all jobs 
except that of physical director. 

Then Cornish wrote a letter to Bernie Wefers,

world-famous’ sprinter, in which he _ criticized 
Bartow S. Weeks, a celebrated lawyer who was 
a director of the New York Athletic Club. 
Molineux, being a friend of Weeks, went be- 
fore the Knickerbocker board of governors and de- 
manded Cornish’s expulsion. The board merely 
apologized to Weeks, and Cornish stayed on, 
finally, Cornish having proved insultingly 
triumphant, Molineux sought out Secretary Adams 
and told him that unless Cornish were discharged 
he would resign from the club. 
Roland Molineux resigned on Dec. 20, 1897. 
As. the new cluh which he now joined, the 
N.Y.A.C., did not then provide living quarters for 
members, ne fixed up some rooms over the factory 
in Newark and moved in there. This establish- 
ment also included a chemical library and labora- 
tory. Readily at hand, among his various colors, 
were the ingredients of the deadly poison. 
Meanwhile, in the summer of 1897, Molineux 
met and fell in love with Miss Blanche Cheese- 
borough, a tall, dark and attractive choir singer 
who lived on West 23d St., Manhattan. He pro- 
posed to her soon after they met in Portland, 
Me., but she put him off. However, they saw 
much of each other during that fall and winter. 
Molineux introduced her to Henry Barnet. 
This jolly and wealthy broker began seeing a

Fifth Ave., where Molineux had a charge account. 

Checking on the silver container, it was dis 
covered that one had been on sale recently at a 
store in Newark, not far from Molineux’s place of 
employment. 

It had been sold on Dec. 21 to a man described 
as tall, gruff of speech, and wearing a red beard. 
The salesclerk, Miss Emma Hiller, never was able 
to identify Molineux as the purchaser. 

The package had been mailed at the general 
post office on the afternoon of the 23d, at an 
hour when it was customary for Molineux to be 
in that particular neighborhood. 

As no sub-station post office system had yet 
been established in New York, it was the practice 
of certain shopkeepers to rent private letter boxes 
where persons could receive their mail. 

One such merchant, Nicholas Heckmann, a 
stationer of West 42d St., reported that Molineux 
had rented Box 217 under the name of H. C. 
Barnet on May 27, 1898. 

He said that Molineux called about 20 times 
and got mail addressed to Barnet. Much of this 
mail, he said, came from patent medicine houses. 

In the late summer, it was further discovered, 
Barnet himself had received at his Wall St. office 
a box of capsules bearing a patented trade name. 
A similar package had been found in his desk after 
he died. 


poate a few pieces of mail delivered to Heck- 
mann’s store had not been called for; these, 
as well as letters written to various chemical con. 
cerns and signed H. C. Barnet, became part of the 
record. Some related to a treatment for a certain 
physical disorder; one requested a pamphlet en- 
titled, “Guide to Marriage” 

One of the letters contained a diagnosis bank, 
and the writer’s answers to the firm’s interroga 
tions about Barnet described not Barnet but 
Molineux. 

The police learned that on Dec. 21, the same 
day the silver container was purchased in Newark, 


someone (not identified as Molineux) rented @ 


peivate leftér box under the name of H. Cornish at 
the store of J. J. Koch‘on Broadway. Not quite a 
year before, on Dec. 31, 1897, Molineux had 
written on his firm’s stationery for a copy of a 
magazine, “Studio,” published by Koch. 

Four pieces of mail were received there ad- 
dressed to H. Cornish. Three contained samples 
of medicinal powders, and the fourth was a letter 
from Frederick Stearns & Co., of Detroit. 

Checking its files, this company found a letter, 
signed H. Cornish but not in his handwriting, 
stating that one A. A. Harpster had applied to the 
writer for a job as a collector, and had given 
Stearns as reference. 

Harpster, it developed, had once worked for 
the Detroit company, and later had been employed 
by the athletic club, where he had been known as 
a friend of Cornish in the latter’s difficulties with 
Molineux. According to Cornish, only he and 
Molineux knew that Harpster had ever worked 
for Stearns. 

All the letters signed “Cornish” were on an 
unusual type of eggblue paper bearing three smal! 
crescents intertwined. It was established ‘that 
Molineux had possessed such paper. (Mary 
Melando, a forewoman at the factory who kept 
his rooms in order, had taken three sheets from 
his quarters, and still had them.) 

Moreover, he had a charge account at one ot 
the firms that sold this papet 

That this case, which has been described as 
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great deal of her, too. Just what his intentions 
might have been cannot be stated, but it became 
part of the record that Blanche moved to a 
fashionable boarding house off West 75th St. and 
there, according to the testimony of servants, lived 
with a man under the names “Mr. and Mrs. 
Cheeseborough.” The man-was identified as Barnet. 

Early in January, 1898, she moved to Mrs. Bel- 
linger’s rooming house on West End Ave., and 
there she lived alone. 

Molineux’s persistent suit eventually won her 
over; in Oetober they became engaged. Yet she 
continued to see Barnet, and when he became ill, 
she sent him flowers. 

Barnet had been dead less than three weeks 
when Molineux and Miss Cheeseborough were 
married, Nov. 29, at the Church of the Heavenly 
Rest. They spent a two-week honeymoon at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, then lived first at Mrs. Bellinger’s 
and later at the Molineux family home on Fort 
Greené Pl., Brooklyn. Observers thought them 
very happily mated.

McClusky’s men traced the box in which the 
poison bottle had been sent, as well as the en- 
velope. Both had come from a jewelry store on 
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one of the most complicated and involved pieces 
of criminal investigation ever attempted in the 
City of New York, would also prove to be one 
of the most bitterly fought, quickly became ap 
parent during the inquest, which opened on 
Feb. 9, 1899. 

While these proceedings were in 
Molineux, at the suggestion of the police depart- 
ment, contributed some “request” writings. He 
first supplied samples on Feb. 17 in the district 
attorney’s office in the presence of handwriting 
experts for the state and the defense. 

Later, on the 20th, his previous efforts having 
proved “unsatisfactory,” he wrote seven more 
specimens which became exhibits in the trials. 

To the lay eye, the suspect’s handwriting 
seemed totally unlike the writing on the poison 
wrapper. But of course the state held that the lat- 
ter had been very thoroughly disguised 

The most damning thing about all this, how 
ever, was that when asked to set down the address 
of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club, Molineux 
wrote: 

“Fourty-Fifth St.” 

Coincidence? The state did not think so. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne tried to 
show, during the inquest, that an infatuation had 
developed between Blanche Cheeseborough and 
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Henry Barnet, and that a letter she wrote him 
after he became ill proved this. There had been a 
quarrel, it was held, and this quarrel had been 
about her engagement to Molineux. 

Osborne suggested that Molineux had been with 
her when she wrote the letter, that it was he who 
had informed her of Barnet’s illness, and that he 
had suggested writing. 

But. Mrs. Molineux denied all this on the 
witness stand. Her relationship to Barnet had 
been merely that of a friend, and the “misunder- 
standing” had been of a “trivial and social ‘na- 
ture.” Calm and poised, she unfalteringly insisted 
that there had been no rivalry between the men. 

At the conclusion of the inquest on the 27th, 
Molineux was taken into custody on a charge of 
murdering Mrs. Adams, a person he probably 
never even knew existed. 

The next day Barnet’s body was exhumed, and 
found to contain the same deadly poison. 


OLINEUN’S trial got under way the following 
November before Recorder Goff. Molineux’s 
father, prepared to expend his entire fortune in 
his behalf, retained four celebrated attorneys: 
George Gordon Battle, Bartow S. Weeks, John G. 
Milburne and H. Snowden Marshall Osborne 
headed the prosecution, assisted by David B. Hill. 
The trial hinged largely on the testimony of 
handwriting experts, of whieh the state had no 
less than 14 All agreed that the defendant had 
written the poison package address. 

Though Molineux did not take the stand, and 
thus lay himself open to cross-examination, the 
testimony nevertheless ran to 12,000 pages, or 
about 2,500,000 words. 

The trial finally ended on Feb. 16, 1900, with 
a verdict of guilty and a sentence of death. . 

But General Molimeux and his costly legal ad- 
visers fought on, with the result that, on Oct. 15, 
1901, the Court of Appeals unanimously reversed 
the lower bench and ordered a new trial. The 
decision held that various errors of law had been 
committed, including: 

Barnet’s statement to his doctor that the head- 
ache powders had come through the mail was 
incompetent and reversible error by admission 
into the Adams charge. 

All testimony about the death of Barnet had 
been prejudicial error. 

Molineux’s writings, which had been made at 
the request and under the instruction of a state 
expert, were inadmissible. 

Testimony of experts for the state about com- 
parison of the defendant's conceded writings with 
writings not conceded by him was inadmissible. 

Molineux’s second trial began in October, 1902, 
almost four years after the first of the tragedies 
occurred. By now the public had lost all interest. 

This time, no evidence about the death of 
Henry Barnet got into the record, so the state’s 
case as to motive lost strength. Molineux took the 
stand in hisgown defense, and made a good witness, 
In the end the jury gave him the benefit of the 
doubt and speedily acquitted him on Nov. 2. 

The two trials had cost the state about $200,- 
000, and General Molineux somewhat more. The 
long fight left him broke and in debt. 

Blanche Molineux, whose support had been 
invaluable during the investigation and trials, 
went to Sioux Falls, S. D.. and sued for divorce. 
"wo years later she married a lawyer of that city. 

Though he was free now. Molineux became in 
a sense a-prisoner of his past, for he remained a 
marked man, a figure of suspicion in the minds of 
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his fellowmen. Brooding constantly, he began to 
write articles and plays about the unfortunate lot 
of convicts. One play, “The Man Inside,” was pro- 
duced by David Belasco in November, 1913, but 
had only a brief run. 

While the play was showing, Belasco had to 
request the author to keep away from the theater 
because of his excited outbursts in the lobby. 

That same month, Molineux married Miss 
Margaret Cornell, his secretary during the writing 
of ‘The Man Inside.” 

Soon he began to exhibit evidence of derange- 
ment. ,For instance, he demanded that the police 
forbid traffic near his home on East 18th St. 

In early September, 1914, Molineux became a 
patient at a sanitarium near Babylon, L.I. He 
escaped within a few days, and ran down the 
streets of Babylon in his trousers and undershirt, 
beating everyone he could reach. 

After he had been recaptured and examined, he 
was committed to the New York State Hospital 
for the Insane at Kings Park, L. I 

Hle died there on Nov. 2, 1917, still insane, still 
one of the most enigmatic individuals in New 
York criminal history.

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Problem Windows 


F YOU can sew a straight seam, you can write “curtains” 

to your window problems. Ill-proportioned windows or 
“difficult” windows can be camouflaged by special curtain 
and drapery t.catment. Walls can be made to look larger 
or smaller, ceilings can be made to appear higher o1 
lower, and windows that are too short or narrow for the 
room size can be given the illusion of height and width. 

Your local sewing center can give you individtal in- 
struction for draping and stitching fabric.

Tall Narrow Windows 
iB YOUR window is too high in proportion to its width, 
use a valance or cornice to reduce the appearance of 
height. Of course, this requires draperies, and the cornice 
board may be covered or a valance made of the same 
material as the drapery. 

To add width to the windows, fasten a block of wood 
to the wall or to the upper corners of the casing, but not 
extending above the top. When your curtain fixtures are 
attached to these corners, hang the curtains so that the 
inner edge comes just to, rather than over, the glass. 


-Extend the outer edge of the curtain beyond the casing. 


Short Wide Windows 


SHORT wide window will look tall if you allow the 

drapery to cover all the wall space at the top aid 
bottom of the window. The illustration shows a “swagger” 
window treatment with companion straight-hanging 
curtains. 

Using vertically-striped fabric will also make a short, 
squat window seem taller.

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Corner Windows 
FF-SIDE corner windows can be dramatized with an 
unbroken sweep of fabric in pleated valance and 
straight-hanging drapery.

Congress has boosted benefits to needy persons in the nation in

THE NEEDY AGED, BLIND 
—-The Federal Government 
would contribute three fourths 
of the first $20 paid to a re- 
cipient. The State would pay 
one fourth. Then the Federal 
Government and the State 
would match 50-50 up to a max!- 
mum of $50 for each recipient. 
Thus, where a recipient received 
$50, the Federal Government 
would contribute $30 and the 
State $20. 


The size of payments to the 
needy persons is determined by 
the various States. They now 
run from a low of around $15 a 
month in some States to a high 
of $65 in Colorado, which con- 
tributes beyond the State-Feder- 
al matching arrangement.

The bill is designed to 
block a move by the Administra- 
tion to extend coverage under 
the old age and survivors insur- 
ance section of the social securi- 
ty law to an estimated 500,000 
to 750,000 persons. 


The “old age and survivors in- 
surance” program is_ distinct 
from the aid-to-the-needy pro- 
gram. The former is based on 
taxes on pay envelopes and pay 
rolls, while the latter takes the 
form of outright grants. 


The Treasury had served no-

GM Plant Here Would Rival 
Teamwork of Champ Grid Team 


Team work that would rival a 
ehampionship football team is rep- 
resented in those sleek cars you 
see streaming from the new Gen- 
eral Motors assembly plant here. 

An efficient scheduling system 
must be maintained for three lines 
of automobiles—Buicks, Oldsmo- 


biles and Pontiacs. A variety of 
body type, color and upholstery 
considerations are involved in 
each. 

Working with a definite sched- 
ule always one month ahead and 
a projected schedule two months 
in advance, the three-car divisions 
in Michigan allocate the quanitity 
of steel for production in Atlanta. 
The three divisions, working 
through the home office in Detroit, 
prescribe the number of cars to be 
made here per month and the vari- 
ous body types to be used. 

It's up to the Atlanta plant from 
that point. Workmen whose jobs 
represent a capital investment of 
approximately $6,500 each must 
weave a complicated maze of ma- 
terial into a new automobile. They 
do it in 22 hours.

They are having trouble finding homes 
for adolescent boys and girls, and it is hard 
to believe. 

The Child Welfare Society finds itself these days with 
young 12, 13 and 14-year-olds on its hands, needing mother- 
ing and fathering temporarily until their own disturbed 
families can be set in order again. 

And such shelter is as aloof as those mythical furnished 
houses for families with youngsters and pets. 

The trouble with frying-size guests, they say, is that 
foster parents fear they won’t be cuddly any more, and 
besides, they have heard that adolescents are often 
equipped with a fully-developed set of problems. 


Many of us wonder who starts and keeps in motion 
these chain rumors about juveniles... and this is as good 
a time as any to declare that a good many people are 
tired of seeing citizens flock together to rake over, in 
stage whispers, all our potential worries about the com- 
ing generation. 

Why, if you want to find yourself alive all over again, 
invite a few kids, size 14, over for a long visit. Your tooth- 
paste tube will take a beating (if you can get them to 
consider it at all); their pajamas may litter the floor like 
a mess of throw rugs; your refrigerator may be opened 
rather frequently for business purposes, and your quiet 
may be shattered as you settle down for a gin rummy game 
with your chums. 

But you'll be back-stage, hearing sharper comedy than 
the stuff Henry Morgan drawls out over the radio; you'll 
witness souls stirring with social consciousness, shaping 
up from a strange texture that is bright and clear and hard, 
and fuzzily childish, at the same moment. You'll be just 
in time to see 14 sheathing the sharp claws of childish 
cruelty to fellow human beings, glimpsing in the distance 
a mature kindness unknown at 10 or 11. 


And you're likely to get into quite a flattering mess 
of admiration ... all of which might be good for you 
about this time of life.

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A Monument to Red Tape 


There stands today in Atlanta a monu- 
ment to Georgia’s outmoded court system. 


It was 18 months ago tomorrow morn- 
ing that the Winecoff Hotel burned. Its 
burned-out hulk remains almost exactly 
as it was when the bodies had been 
removed and the last ember doused that 
day. At one of the city’s busiest corners, 
it presents a grim, unsightly reminder—a 
14-story monument—to the red tape with 
which Georgia justice is encumbered. 


Those who know tell us that so in- 
volved are the claims against the Wine- 
coff property and so numerous and devi- 
ous the methods to which the contesting 
parties can legally resort, it may be years 
before the final settlement can be made 
and the eyesore eliminated. And, unfor- 
tunately, so soundly was the great incin- 
erator constructed, there seems no way, 
under present ordinances, for the city to 
condemn it. 


All of which means that the Winecoff 
seems destined to become a local land- 
mark, as famous in its way as Stone 
Mountain or the Cyclorama. 


‘It is no wonder then that proposals 
to reorganize our archaic court system, 
made to the Georgia Bar Association by 
it$ President, Vance Custer, are meeting 
with enthusiastic support locally. 

Georgia’s judicial system is a “patch- 
work,” says Mr. Custer, with the result 
that the administration of justice in this 
State is nearly a century behind the times. 

To remedy the situation, he has recom- 
mended a program of reform aimed at 
eliminating delays, reducing red tape, 


Let's Have Women Jurors

Put Not Your Trust in Congress? 


The House vote to slash by more than 
one-fourth the foreign aid program, in- 
cluding a cut of nearly two billions in 
European recovery funds, is a sorry mani- 
festation of political irresponsibility. 

Moreover, it is nothing less than a be- 
trayal of commitments already made and 
which participants of the Marshall Plan 
have a right to expect would be fulfilled. 
The entire recovery program has been 
geared to Congress’ previous commitment 
for $5,300,000,000 for the first 12 months, 
ending April 3, 1949. This was a com- 
promise agreement between the Congress 
and the Administration after the latter 
had asked $6,800,000,000 for the first 15 
months of ERP. 

Under the terms of the bill passed by 
the House Friday, however, only $5,055,- 
000,000 is provided for ERP through the 
first 15 months. Of this amount, $1,055,- 


000,000 already has been made available 
and the remainder is appropriated in this 
measure. 

Other foreign aid also is curtailed, in- 
cluding assistance to Greece, Turkey and 
China and relief in areas occupied by 
U. S. troops. 

These cuts are bad enough, but it is the 
European Recovery Program which is the 
chief sufferer from the ineptitude of Re- 
publican leaders in the House. Nothing 
can change the fact that the Congress al- 
ready had committed itself to a definite 
sum for this program, and the 16 partici- 
pating Governments had laid their plans 
accordingly. If the House cut is accepted 
by the Senate these nations, which we 
would like to call our friends, must hence- 
forth and forever be wary of depending 
upon the word of the United States Con- 
gress.

Georgians Sleeping Over Their Rights 


State Democratic Chairman James Peters points out that government is not run by the people. 


It is run by the voters. 
the veteran party leader shows. 


There is quite a sizable difference between the people and the voters, too, 
Less than 60 per ceht of the adult Georgians were registered to vote 


in 1946. Less than 50 percent of those registered actually went to the polls and voted. That is a ter- 
rible indictment of Georgians, despite the fact that 1946 was a record-breaking year for the number 


of votes cast, Peters declares. 


It is a sad reflection upon citizens when they not only fail volun- 


tarily to go to the polls to protect their share of this democracy, but sleep over the appeals made by 
candidates spending thousands of dollars to discuss the issues, and even offer to haul them to the 


ballot boxes. 

There stil] are a few weeks left for Georgians 
to get on the registration list and vote during this 
big election year, when local, State and national 
leaders are to be chosen. The deadline is July l 
in every county except Fulton—Fulton’s dead- 
line passed on May 1. If you are not registered, 
you can drop by the County Tax Collector’s of:- 
fice and do so. 

Some churches, as well as civic clubs, are 
urging that people register to vote. Two Atlan- 
ta preachers have been designated to head com- 
mittees to get the churches on June 6 to stress 
the need for church people to fulfill their respon- 
sibilities as citizens. The preachers would urge 
citizens to register to vote, but would make no 
suggestion as to how they should vote. The 
Rev. W. A. McKee, Chaplain of the Atlanta Ord- 
nance Depot, and the Rev. Harry L. Harp, Pastor 
of the Church of God, were listed in press re 
leases as heads of the drive. 


Some Atlanta ministers were not familiar 
enough with the drive te indorse this particular 
movement without investigating its motives. 
However, some outstanding ministers did say 
they wholeheartedly agreed that church people 
should exercise their individual responsibilities 
in the civil government by voting—and vot- 
ing in such a manner as to make the State and 
nation morally a better place in which to live. 


THOSE WHO watched former House Speaker 
Roy Harris run the meeting of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee here the other day 
were impressed with his obvious control of the 


situation. He is running the floor show of the 
Talmadge group with the same power he used 
in running it for Arnall. 


FORMER Gov. Arnall’s new book, “What 
the People Want,” which hits the stores this 
week, is an entertainingly written political trave- 
logue. With an easier flowing vocabulary than 
the heavy literary style that made “The Shore 
Dimly Seen” slow reading, Arnall’s new book 
carries the reader with the former Governor on a 
nationwide speaking tour. Gossip of the politi- 
cal background of the various States, thumbnail 
sketches of major political figures, and human 
interest stories of his adventures in this book 
show that the former Governor is a good re- 
porter who knows what a lot of people want to 
read. 

Arnall snipes viciously at Boston for its cen- 
sorship of civil liberties and literature, promotes 
liberalism and continues his battle for freight 
rate equality. The lecturer-author-lawyer-political 
figure says he gave the same kind of talk in 
every section of the nation to all types of people, 
and got the same kind of reaction from the vary- 
ing sections and groups. What the people want 
in the way of freedom, education, health, public 
works and fair treatment is outlined by Arnall 
in a book that is published at a time when politi- 
cal delegates are preparing to go to national con- 
ventions to draft party platforms. 

Divided into short chapters that will appeal 
to the masses of readers, the new book can be 
read while riding a streetcar—and, as a matter 
of fact, was.

Don't Underestimate 


Ellis Arnall 


Georgia has had many unique political figures. 

Of them all only two have been as ubiquitous, 

or as many-sided, as Tom. Watson and Ellis

great giants of the lecture platform in the days when that was one 
of America’s favorite forms of entertainment. 


It is worth noting that he has outdrawn perhaps the greatest 
of the lecturing tribe of days gone by—no less an orator than the 
late William Jennings Bryan. 


This new book is better than his first. It begins, very cleverly, 
with a description of the crowd which was hammering on his 
office door after the Legislature had elected Herman Talmadge 
governor in a spectacular midnight session. It then breaks off to 
go into his travels and observations and closes with the resump- 
tion of the opening device and the court decision which ended it. 


Ellis Arnall’s enemies have constantly made the error of 
underestimating him. 


Error 


It needs to be said that he is an unusually well educated young 
man. His education was based on the best of disciplines, ancient 
Greek and Latin. Added to that he has been a reader of books. He 
has added to that a certain practical habit of clipping and filing 
away items which impressed him as being well-written. He has 
collected a library of anecdotes. 


Study of Latin and ancient Greek gave him a familiarity with 
the roots of words and their many meanings. Most of our language 
stems from Greek and Latin. He knows the American, or English 
language better than most men. He has meade a study of it. In 
college he was in the orchestra and he knows music better than the 
average person. 


He is a patient man, another fact which his enemies would do 
well to recognize. 


This error of underestimating him has led his enemies to say 
that he did not write his first book, “The Shore Dimly Seen”. It 
leads them to suggest that his invariably amazing, and often down- 
right sensational answers On programs such as “Information Please”, 
are based on some chicanery of letting him know in advance what 
the questions would be. 


That is, of course, not true. 


His enemies had best face the fact that in Arnall they have one 
of the best-informed and best-educated men Georgia has ever had 
in public life. There have been others who were better orators. 
He speaks well, but not brilliantly. There have been others who 
may have excelled in this field of learning or that. But I think it 
safely may be said he is easily the best educated and informed 


man in our public life. 

- He wrote his first book. It was, largely, what the 
First Book New York Times’ book reviewer said of it. He 
said it read as if it were derived from a collection of speeches. 


It was. Arnall had to do the book in a hurry. He had signed a 
contract for it in a moment when he thought he would be out of 
office without any activity. There followed his decision to offer 
again and, when that was defeated, to enter into the primary of 
1946 as a supporter of one of the candidates. He had little time. 
Yet the book was contracted for, and had to be written. He pro- 
duced it during the last months of the campaign. He took perhaps 
100 speeches. Some had been prepared by others following his 
suggestions. Others he had dictated. They were culled down to 
about 20. Arnall then took them and, aided by three persons, his 
secretary and two publicity men, combed and cross-indexed their 
contents. He then wrote and dictated the book as it appeared. 
It was his book. The many stories it was written by a publicity 
man are simply not true. he publicity man helped get the ma- 


terial in order. Most authors employ researchers. 
Needler Arnall has a definite feel for words. His new book 
contains some really brilliant and moving writing. It 
also contains some shrewdly contrived passages which, while quite 
apropos, will also awake the New Englanders and Boston and Mas- 
sachusetts in particular, to rage and clamorous, pained rebuttal. 
Mr. Arnall is very good at that. The manner in which he needled 
his oppdésition into playing into his hands and keeping him 
on a national stage and in even an international stage and spot- 
light during the last days of the 1947 gubernatorial controversy, 
was skillfully and courageously done. 1 often have wondered if 
the opposition of that time did not finally come to see how he was 
using them. 


He is, I think, dead politically 1n Georgia for the time being. 
But there is political life in him and the potential for a comeback 
is there. In this, which I have sought to make a dispassionate 
discussion of the man, it may not be out of place to close with the 
suggestion to his enemies that if they do not wish him to make a 


come-back they had best quit underestimating him.

Power was originator of the International Shut-In’s Day. That 
was back in 1937 and more states have joined the movement every 
year since then. There is a resolution now before Congress which 
may make the day official for the entire country through presiden- 
tial proclamation. 


. Cont Power writes that the fact he has been a Shut- 
His Privilege In for 25 years has, in experience, been a privi- 
lege. He writes: 

“For more than 10 years I was unable to even to move any part 
of my body or lift my head from the pillow and at one time was 
informed that it would be impossible for me to live more than 10 
or 12 days. It has been an opportunity for me to learn the better 
way of life and try to bring cheer to others, which I might never 
have realized if I had stayed well and were on the go all the time. 


“My body may be crippled now, but healing. This quiet inter- 
lude is making my life much richer, giving me an opportunity and 
the time to become interested in the higher things of life and in the 
welfare of those confined to their rooms and unable to enjoy the 
outdoor life. 

“Here is a little poem written by Hannah More Kohans which, if 
realized constantly, will heal your body and mind of any ill that 
might attack: 


“God is my help in every need, 

God does my every hunger feed, 
God walks beside me, guides my way, 
Through every moment of the day.

: The Greeks Have a Word for Sauerkraut 


WASHINGTON—The Greeks have a word for canned sauerkraut. All right, but it’s not polite. 
They've also got a few warehouses full of canned sauerkraut, thousands of cases shipped to ’em by 


mistake by the late, lamented UNRRA, and it looks like they’re stuck with it. 


As well as with a 


consignment of elderly corn flakes, a boatload of baseball bats and gloves (no balls), a small moun- 
tain of putty which has gone hard, and a few other things. 


Dwight Griswold, Chief of the American Aid 

Mission to Greece, came home briefly to report 
on things outside the acropolis. They’re not 
so bad, really, he reports, now that the UNRRA 
people have been swatted out of the relief busi- 
ness. 
How they came to ship so much sauerkraut to 
the Greeks, who regard it as shredded wallpaper, 
he does not know. He can’t make the Greeks 
eat it. He thought for a while he could ship this 
sauerkraut to Germany, where same is regarded 
as a delicacy, but he soon discovered that was 
against the law. One country receiving relief 
can’t export relief food to another. Not even 
sauerkraut. , 

One of the things Griswold did in Greece was 
to appoint a warehouseman named Brockett to 
poke around Athens and break into the mys- 
terious boxes mouldering on the docks. His first 
discovery was 460 cases of corn flakes which had 
been there for two years. 

“And which the Greeks never will eat,” Gris- 
wold lamented. 

Turned out they regard corn flakes as food 
for donkeys. And talking about donkeys, In- 

spector Brockett came upon a pile of 775 boxes

labeled “horse supplies.” He opened ’em up and 
mostly they were horse collars in 18 and 24-inch 
sizes. Almost big enough for the Greek donkeys 
to walk through. 


Griswold. wasn’t sure about the load of 
baseball bats and gloves that landed in 
Greece, where the athletes mostly favor 
throwing the discus. He didn’t think UNRRA 
actually ordered bats and gloves for the 
Greeks, who never heard of baseball, but 
they seem to have sneaked in with a load 
of other stuff. 


The same goes for the putty, 25,000 pounds 
of it. Even if the Greeks needed it, which they 
don’t, it’s not much use because it has turned to 
rock. 

Our Greek aid boss, who used to be the Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska, reported to Congress that 
UNRRA wasn’t a very efficient organization. He 
said he guessed that was an understatement, but 
he’d let it stand. When UNRRA folded, a lot 
of its people tried to get-jobs with him, he said, 
but he hired as few as possible. 


Announcement From the Palace 


LONDON—London’s newspapers are concerned with an announcement of im- 
portance primarily to the Empire but also to the world. The first official news 


that a royal birth was the notice that “Her Royal Highness... 


will not be 


undertaking any further engagements for the next few months.” This is usually 

made from three to four months before the date of the expected birth. It is true 
that certain American magazines long ago carriei the news bluntly to their readers, but over here 
we were not supposed to know it until the official word was passed. 


’ It can be said, of course, that such an event 
is the private business of the Princess and her 
husband; no one denies that, but the fact re- 
mains that the birth of a royal heir who will 
probably be the future King or Queen of Eng- 
land is also the business of the entire British 
Empire. 

Few outsiders realize that the royal family is 
the link, the only link between Britain and the 
dominions. Parliament and British Government 
departments have nothing whatsoever to do 
with Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, Newfoundland, Eire, India and Pakistan. 
While the royal family do no actual governing, 
they are the cementing bond—which is a strong

HOLLYWOOD, June 5.—() 

The movie industry’s economy 
program seems to be backfiring. 

Theater owners are alarmed 
by the public’s reaction. Movie- 
goers, they say, apparently con- 
sider the retrenchment so 
stringent that the quality of 
pictures is suffering. 

Yet, at the studio end, para- 
doxically, the financial cutback 
still looks a little phony. 


A lot of stenographers, pub- 
licists and clerks have been 
dropped from the rolls. But in 
the high brackets (above $20,000 
a year) a survey shows that 
executive and talent salaries in- 
creased $11,071,331 last year. 


The Theater Owners of 
America (TOA), reporting a 
boxoffice decline at a directors’ 
conference here in March, ap- 
pointed a committee to investi- 
gate. 


Findings, just disclesed in a 
statement by Paul Williams, of 
the TOA legal staff, emphasize: 

1. Film quality has not been 
sacrificed in the pursuit of 
economy. 

2. Economies in film produc- 
tion, as in any other business, 
were expectable after a war. 

3. Logical steps have been 
taken to eliminate waste in 
shooting hours and to discard 
inferior © technical apparatus 
which couldn’t be replaced in 
wartime, 

4. Pay rolls have been pared, 
“often regretfully,” because of 
overlapping personnel  occa- 
sioned by the return of service- 
men. 

Dick Dickson, Southern Cali- 
fornia manager of Fox West 
Coast theaters, elaborating on 
the committee report, said the- 
ater owners are satisfied with 
the present studio product. The 
public’s reaction to the economy 
program, in his opinion, “Is a 
psychological state.” Pictures, 
he said, “are better than the 
public thinks they are.” Neither 
does the TOA consider first-run 
theater prices too high, in view 
of the 20 percent Federal tax. 

Presumably the public isn’t 
convinced, since theater operat- 
ors report boxoffice receipts 
have been declining materially. 

The committee’s representa- 
tives did not attempt to justify 
the claim of falling receipts with 
the Federal amusement tax col- 
lections, which showed that film 
admission revenues for 1947 ex- 
ceeded the peak figure of $1.- 
562,179,235 for 1946. 

Actually, the film industry 
has never completely taken the 
public into its confidence. 

Seven major producing com- 
panies, according to to a trade 
paper survey, Variety, paid out 
$85,168,292 last year in salaries 
to employees earning more than 
$20,000 a year. They numbered 
1,466, against 1,351 in 1946. 

In presenting the TOA Com- 
mittee findings, Williams & 
Dickson did not cite any spe- 
cific major measures by which 
purported economies are being 
effected. Nor did they offer any 
figures. Such reticence height- 
ens the impression among ob- 
servers here that, as in the 
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ENCORE — James Maso 
starred with Ann Todd in “The 
Seventh Veil,” now playing a 
return engagement at the Peach- 
tree Art Theater.

Such evidence as there is of 
an economy program’ varies 
widely from one set to another. 

Generally, there seems to be 
less delay between scenes and 
setups. fewer “epics” are be- 
ing filmed. More pictures are 
being finished on time. 


Yet millions are still being 
spent on some pictures. The 
budgets of these merely aren’t 
publicized. The only cost figures 
in studio announcements these 
days are those few which hap- 
pen to be excessively low. 

Documentaries are numerous. 
Most of these can be made rap- 
idly and less expensively be- 
cause material for scrips comes 
from official files, and public 
property can be used for some 
settings. 

Columbia is putting its con- 
tract stars in “fast” pictures— 
not quite quickies. Warner 
Brothers has initiated a _ low- 
budget series as a training 
ground for new talent. Many of

these, however, have top stars 
in the leading roles. Most are 
remakes: the costly story rights 
are already owned by the stu- 
dio. Upcoming are such old fa- 
vorities as “Boy Meets Girl” and 
“Brother Rat.” 

In addition, theaters are be- 
ing flooded with reissues. In re- 
cent months first-run theaters 
have been full of them. These 
entail no additional production 
cost whatever. Their earnings 
are clear profit. But they make 
no new friends for the industry, 
either. 


Hollywood has always been 
shot through with waste. Even 
a layman can detect it and the 
studios know this. But revision 
of long-standing methods and 
uhion rules might cost more 
than the sum now wasted. 

Even so, the director who 
knows all phases of production 
can save money, if he really 
wants tu. The director who can 
edit as he shoots, who rehearses 
in advance, who sticks’‘to the 
story lines, is the fair-haired boy 
today.

What happened in Georgia 
could easily have happened 
elsewhere, he maintains, for 
after traveling 75,000 miles 
through 47 states he discov- 
ered that this is common 
country. He discovered that 
the American people in 
Georgia, Michigan, Oregon 
and New Mexico want the 
same things and haves the 
same ideals. The North, 
more often called the Mid- 
die West, has much in com- 
mon with the South, he felt. 
Both sections, he says, have 
been exploited as colonies 
by the economically domi- 
nant East. Mr. Arnall liked 
the North... he liked Ham- 
ilton, Ohio, where his lec- 
ture was paid for by a high 
school history club. He en- 
joyed Cleveland, still domi- 
nated by the memories of 
Tom .ohnson, Mark Hanna 
and Eugene Debs, and Chi- 
cago, the biggest city of the 
North, which seems destined 
to become the biggest as 
well as the ugliest city of 
the world. He liked the lit- 
tle towns as well as the big 
ones ... towns which dif- 
fered from Southern ones 
only in that the monument 
proclaimed a Union hero.

With the East Mr. Arnall is 
harsher than with the rest 
of the nation, though he did 
say that New York 
City was the only 
community with 
more than a hun- 
dred thousand 
population that 
reminded him of 
the small Ameri- 
can towns. To him 
Philadelphia is an 
old city in slow 
decay, though her 
wealth of memories give her 
an unmatched charm. And, 
of course, Mr. Arnall’s long 
feud with Boston is nation- 
ally recognized. His caustic 
comments on the Watch and 
Ward City do much to en- 
liven the book. In his own 
South, Arnall felt that the 
people were keenly aware of 
their bce ge and capable 
of solving them without 
the influence of outside 
moneyed interests. With the 
West he was greatly in- 
trigued, particularly with 
California, where the over- 
zealous police protected hint 
so well that he couldn't see 
the state.

He and his wife began working 
on other fingers. She’d rub and 
when she couldn’t, he would. His 
wife would move his hands in 
close together and with his work- 
ing pointer finger he’d rub other 
fingers. 

After months of this, Power de- 
veloped partial use of two fingers 
of his right hand. This happened 
near the close of the year. Christ- 
mas would soon be coming. “Get 
me a pencil, honey, and some 
Christmas cards,” he told his wife. 
“I’m going to send my Christmas 
cards!” 

So Power sent his Christmas 
cards and the answers which he 
received from them so thrilled 
him that he kept writing and writ- 
ing-—writing so that he would get 
answers; something to read, some 
word from a friend, some news of 
the world outside his window. 

Friends would send him clip- 
pings from articles they thought 
might interest him; poems, mes- 
Sages of cheer, printed prayers. 
They brought joy to his heart, so} 
much so that he wanted to share 
it with others confined to their 
beds or homes. He began the prac- 
tice of clipping magazine stories, 
inspirational articles and other en- 
tertaining, informative or inspira- 
tional matter. He would scan the 
newspapers for information of per- 
sons confined to their homes by 
sickness or affliction. He would 
mail such persons clippings or 
ecards of cheerful greeting. 

Thus was born in the heart and 
mind of Billy Power the idea for) 
International Shut-in Day, a day 
set aside each year in which all) 
people are asked to remember the 
shut-ins by visitations, acts of kind- 
ness, gifts, prayer. Thus Billy 
Power came to be known as the 
“Sunshine Man.” 

Georgia was the first state to 
get aside a Shut-in Day. This was 
in 1943. Today most States ob- 
serve the custom and the idea has 
spread to Canada and other for-| 
eign countries.

SIMPLE PRACTICE 


One of the simplest but most far-reaching rotations of crops is| 
that of cotton followed by oats, followed by Kobe lespedeza for seed, 
followed by Kobe lespedeza for hay, and back into cotton. Here is 
why it is so important: The practice reduces the soil loss per acre on| 
average cotton land from 32 tons to four tons and reduces the water 


loss per acre on average cotton land by 50 percent. 


This practice increases the seed 
eotton yield on average land from 
642 to 963 pounds per acre. 

It increases the organic content 
ef the soil on average land 23 per- 
cent per round of the rotation.

a result of the rotation. | 

The life of the soil is extended 
many times, the farmer has cheap 
feed for successful livestock rais- 


ing and is permitted to continue 
to produce the crop nearest his 
heart, and for which he is best 
suited. This crop is cotton. 


Very little extra equipment is 
necessary and 90 percent of Geor- 
gia farmers could follow this with 
profit to themselves. 

Most important, the figures 
given above are authentic, having 
been proved by the Southern 
Piedmont Soil Conservation Ex- 
periment Station at Watkinsville.
